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“RALLYING THE DEMOCRATS 


THEIR RECORD IN CONGRESS 
HELD UP TO RIDICULE. 
EEE REPUBLICANS LOSING NO OPPOR- 

TUNITY TO PROD THEIR OPPONENTS 

-—-SECRET WORK IN THE SENATE. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 2.—In the closing 
fours of the House the Republicans are manag- 
ing to rally the Democrats a good deal by poking 
fun at them for having spent eight months 
in doing next to nothing, When the 
Naval Increase bill came into the House 
to-day from the Senate and a motion was 
made to concur in the Senate amendments, Mr. 
Reed’s rasping voice was heard in a character- 
istic speech, delivered in a calmly sarcastic way, 
that set Mr. Reagan to tearifg up paper 
in. a frantic manner. Mr. Reed scored 
the Democrats for delaying public  busi- 
uess, for refusing to make adequate 
eppropriations, for indulging in scenes that 
should make them blush, and for putting the 
surplus resolution through in so bad a shape 
that it could not be approved by the Sen- 
ate. The Democrats made a poor exhibition of 
inability to answer effectively. Later on, when 
bills were being introduced, Mr. Baker, of New- 
York, sent up a resolution, which the clerk was 
asked to read. It proved to bealong and ab- 
surd review of the legislative work the Demo- 
crats had failed todo. They had refused to ad- 
mit Dakota as a State, although half a 
million people had asked for statehood; they 


had paid no attention to similar requests from 
Washington and Montana; they had overlooked 
the Okiahoma question and disagreed on the 
tariff, yet would probably congratulate them- 
selves upon trying to get through a sur- 
plus resolution against the protest of the 
Administration. Several attempts were made 
by Democrats to stop the reading of this painful- 
ly pointed sarcasm, and particularly were they 
indignant when reference was made to “Joe 
Jeffersonian, Rip Van Winkle simplicity.” Mr. 
Reagan, who had torn upa ream or two of paper 
while he fretted about the ridiculous resolution, 
was not less put out aboutit than Mr. Randall, 
who declared it to be “disrespectful and in- 
decent,” and moved that it be “referred back” 
to its introducer. Half an hour was secured 
for debate, and Mr. .xeed found op- 
portunity to pound the Democrats again 
for many shortcomings, and particularly 
tor having suppressed legislation against the 
Mormons, while they were pretending to legislate 
by making the Senate bili more stringent than it 
was When it came from the Senate. They had 
not passed it, however, and under Demoeratic 
rule Mormonism would fiourish, Mr. Baker 
with mock contrition offered to withdraw the 
resolution which had given so much distress to 
Mr. Randall. but the Democrats would not per- 
mit its withdrawal. A dispute arose as to 
whether Mr. Randall had moved that it 
be “referred back,” in which case the 
resolution would go in the Record, 
or whether he had moved that it “* be returned.” 
The stenographer obliged Mr. Randall by repéat- 
ing from his notebook that the motion was to 
“return,” which was not the motion as a matter 
of fact. The motion to refer back was carried 
and the resolution was handed back to Mr. 
Baker. 1“ 
. > 
Further progress wes made by the Senate to- 
day in disposing of nominations which have been 
upon its calendar for several months, and there 
is now a good prospect than when the final ad- 
ournment is ordered the executive calendar will 
ave been cleared of its cases. Mr. Sherman 
tried to have to-day’s sitting given up to. the 
consideration of the new extradition treaty be- 
tween the United States and Great Britain, 
which the Foreign Relations Committee had re- 
turned with a report in_favor of its ratification. 
The Senators were not disposed to go. into that 
subject while so many nominations were await- 
ing action and Mr. Sherman’s attempt was not 
suceessful. The nomination of Herbert Foote 
Beecher to be Collector of Customs for the Pu- 
get Sound District came up as unfinished busi- 
ness, but after sume little talk it was decided to 
postpone the case until the next star chamber 
session. The West Yirginia ‘Senators had 
been trying for weeks to secure action upon the 
nomination of J. T. McGraw to be Collector of 
Internal Revenue in their State, aid when the 
case was reached to-day -it was taken up. The 
discussion was brief, and at its close 
the Collector was confirmed without serious 
opposition. Mr. McGraw was nominated in De- 
cember. Another nomination which has been 
hung up for nearly eight months was that of E. 
M. Kingsuan to be Postmaster at Jacksonville, 
Il. A good many persons.in Jacksonville have 
not been pleased with Kingsman’s administration 
ot their Post Office, and they accused him some 
time ago of meddling with mail matter and 
doing various other unpopular things. Mr. Cul- 
lom made along speech .against confirma- 
tion when Mr. Kingsman’s name was reached, 
and he appealed to “Senatorial courtesy” for 
rejection, assuring the Senate that Mr. Logan 
Was also x poem to him. Mr. Kingsman 
tsarelative of Representative Springer, and the 
latter had enlisted as many Senators as he could 
for the nominee. They were not strong enough 
te override *‘ Senatorial courtesy,” however, and 
ter a bitter fight Mr. Kingsman was rejected. 
Nobody objected to the consideration of Rich- 
mond 8. Dement’s case when it was reached to- 
day andthe Senate proceeded to relegate the 
Surveyor-General of Utah to private life with 
neatness and dispatch. Mr. Logan, on whose 
personal appeal Dement was confirmed several 
months ago in order to pay him for his political 
services to the Senator, left word when he 
Went to the Patific coast that he had no 
further contest to make for his political creditor. 
Mr. Cullom told the Senate so and added that, as 
he had indorsed Dement because Mr. Logan was 
his colleague, he also had nothing further to offer 
in favorof the man. Then the Senate rejected 
Dement without going to the trouble of taking a 
yea and nay vote. Mr. Dement therefore enjoys 
the unique distinction of having been described 
by Mr. Blair as a ‘monumental ass;” of having 
been confirmed despite the unanimously adverse 
report of the Public Lands Committee; of 
having had his case reconsidered, recommitted, 
and again adversely reported upon, and of 
having finally been rejected with nobody to say 
aword in hisfavor. When Dement was thus 
put out of the way the Senators looked for a 
time about the nomination of H.C. Urnerto be 
United States Marshal for the Southern District 
of Ohio, which had been before them for eight 
months. They disposed of the matter by con- 
firming the nomination. Mr. Edmunds having 
graciously consented to permit the Senate 
to consider the nomination of Bradley B. 
Smalley, made last December, to be Col- 
lector of Customs for Vermont, he was 
coufirmed without trouble. Had Judge Jackson, 
ot Tennessee, remained a Senator, the fate of J. 
Freeman, namei last year to be United 
States Marshal for the Eastern District of Ten- 
nessee, would have been different. As it was, 
the Senate rejected him. When the Senators 
finally got tired of settling old cases they took 
ap the calendar of unobjected nominations and 
lisposed of a large number before dinner time. 
Among them was the nomination of Fitz John 
Rorter to be a Colonel on the retired list of the 
army, made by the President in accordance 
with the bill which recently became a law. Gen. 
Porter was confirmed by nearly the same vote 
by which the bill for his relief passed the Senate.

Secretary of State Bayard to-day sent to the 
Senate, and also to the House, the correspond- 
ence asked for by the Serate on the Cutting case, 


end it now appears that Mr. Bayard has done 
everything that can be done by the State Depart- 
ment in thai matter, and thatit remains with 
Congress to say what further steps shall. be 
taken to assert the right of an American 
citizen in Mexico to exemption from arrest 
for an offense committed in the United States. 
The correspondence does not tell the story ina 
way to excite anybody, but the story is one that 
will cause some concern among those who fear 
or hope for a war with Mexico. The State De- 
partment was intcrmed on June 19 of the facts 
about the arrest of Cutting. Mr. Bayard imme- 
fiately made a demand, through Minister 
Jackson, tor the release of Cutting on 
the ground that his arrest had been 
® violation of treaty ‘obligations and 
the laws of the United States. Yo this 
demand Mr. Jackson,in a communication sent 
to Mr. Bayard on July 20, reported that Sefior 
Mariscal, the Mexican Secretary of State, had 
answered that Cutting had been arrested under 
Mexican law and would be tried by that law. 
Mr. Bayard, in responding, informed Minisier 
Jackson that he hud to say to the Mex- 
ican Government that the proposition that 
Cutting was to be held under Mexican 
iaw was absolutely untenable, and could 
not be considered by the United States tora mo- 
ment, and again demanded his release. So diffi- 
eult of comprehension has been the position of 
the Secretary to the Mexican Government, and 
80 persistent was that Government in insisting 
upon its right to hold Cutting, that Seiior 
Romero, the Mexican Minister here, called upon 
Mr. Bayard with a volume of Mexican 
law and took the trouble to, show him 
the statute under which Sefior Mariscal had 
declared that he would hold him. A later dis- 
patch from Mexico makes it plain that the 
trouble is that the hoidiug of Cutting is a State’s 
right matter, with which the United States has 
nothing todo. Sefior Mariscal says that justice 
will be done, but the prisoner is not _re- 
as Secretary Bayard has demanded, 
Secretary has uow. done everything 
his power to obtain Cutting’s release 
regard to the character of the mau. It 
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remains a fact that he was arrested in Mexico 
for an offense committed in the United States. A 
demand has been made and repeated for his re- 
lease. The demand has been disregarded, per- 
haps flouted. Mr. Bayard, having discharged his 
duty in the matter, now appeals to Congress to 
learn the pleasure of that body. Its answer may 
be expected to be emphatic, for there is some im- 

atience about the stupid performances of the 
Mexican Government in this matter. 
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James C. Matthews’s friends are very Ditter in 
their comments upon the action of the Senate in 
rejecting his nomination for Recorder of Deeds 
in the District of Columbia, and they tell an in- 
teresting story as to how it was brought about. 
It is well known that after the District Commit- 
tee had considered the case Chairman Ingalls 
and at least one-half its members were 
in favor of his confirmation. It is asserted 
that when the deadlock occurred _in the commit- 
tee and Mr. Riddleberger retired Mr. Spooner 
was appointed in his place through the request 
Mr. Ingalls, in order that a favorable report 
could be made on Matthews. But just then Mr. 
Ingalls began to waver, and finally announced 
that it would be bad politics to give a good 
office to a colored Democrat, and  s0 
he would vote against the nominee. 
Mr. Matthews’s friends declare that influence 
brought to bear by Fred Dougiass, the present 
Recorder of Deeds, accounts for this change of 
opinion. They also assert that Matthews was 
given to understand that he could be contirmed 
provided he would promise to retain in office the 
live relatives of Recorder Douglass who are now 
employed by him. Mr. Matthews declined to 
make such a bargain, and he was rejected by the 
votes of 38 Republicans and Democrats, while 
onty 1 Republican, Mr. Van Wyck, and 13 Demo- 
crats voted in his favor. A 


During the discussion in the-open session of 
the Senate to-day on the Yellowstone Park item 
in the Sundry Civil Appropriation bill, which is 
in dispute between the two houses, Mr. Vest 
made some remarks which will hardly please the 
speculators who have been scheming for a long 
time to get hold of the park for their own 
protit. The Missouri Senator has been an earnest 
opponent of their scheme to get the right of 
way through the park for the Cinnabar and 
Clark’s Fork Railroad. He said to-day that 
that road had lobbyists at work here in the in- 
terest of the bill, and that he himself had been 
told that if he did not cease his opposition to the 
measure no appropriation would be made 
for. the maintenance of the park. The 
House wants the care of the park to be 
turned over to the War Department, wuiile a 
majority of the Senators propose to leave it 
with the Interior Department. After Mr. Plumb 
had favored the House proposition Messrs. 
Dawes and Vest asserted that such a move would 
be a serious mistake, and then the Senate in- 
structed its conferrees to insist upon the keeping 
of the park in the Interior Department.

Another large addition to the cost of keeping 
up the pension system was mado by the House 
to-day by the passage of the Blair bill to increase 
the pensions of soldiers who were wounded in 
the arm, hand, leg, or foot. The measure pro- 
vides that pensioners of this class, now drawing 
$24 a month, shall receive $30; those Gowine 
$30 shall receive $36, and those receiving $37 5¢ 
shall have $45. Pensioners totally disabled in 
one hand or one foot are to be included in the 
thirty-dollar class, and those totally disabled in 
an arm or a leg in the thirty-six-dollar class. The 
Senate bill had the word “* permanently” in the 
place of * totally,” so that the measure will have 
to be sent back to that body for concurrence in 
the change. In April last Commissioner Black 
reported that there were on the rolls 8,427 pen- 
sioners who would be affected by the bill. They 
were drawing $2,954,212 a year, and the pro- 
posed increase would add $615,204 to this sum. 


The business of both houses of Congress is in 
such shape to-night thatit is regarded possible 
by members of the Senate Appropriations Com- 


mittee to. adjourn on Wednesday. There is a 
chance that the Mexican troubles, which Mr. 
Bayard has turned over to Congress, may be con- 
sidered of enough importance to demand instant 
xttention. Should it be determined to proceed 
vigorously in this matter, the session might be 
extended long enough to authorize the President 
to take steps he is not now authorized to take, 
involving expenditures of money and the em- 
ployment of force, if it be deemed necessary, to 
secure regard for the demands of the Govern- 
ment.

The conference committee on the River and 
Harbor bill to-night reached a complete agree- 
ment on the points in dispute in that measure, 
aud it will be reported to the House to- 
morrow. As agree appa in conference, the 
Hennepin Canal clause is so amended as to au- 
thorize a survey of the line of the proposed canal 
by a board of Government engineers, who are to 
report at the next meeting of Congress. Mean- 
while no appropriation is made for the beginning 
of the work of construction. The New-York 
Harbor appropriation is fixed at $750,000. The 
conferrees on the Sundry Civil bill did not meet 
until 9:30 o’clock to-night, and the indications 
are that ruriher conference will be required in 
the morning to reach an agreement. 





THE GALATEA DRAWS ACRO WD. 


BOLD BEN BUTLER BOARDS THE:CUTTER 
AND ALSO FIRES A GUN. 

MARBLEHEAD, Mass., Aug. 2.—Lieut. and 
Mrs. Henn were early on deck this morning. 
They pronounced the scenery of the north shore 
as not to be surpassed for exquisite beauty. From 
earliest dawn boats crowded with visitors put off 
to the Galatea, but no person was allowed on 
board except on business. Gen. Butler made 
a short call and was received cordially. On his 
return to the America the latter weighed anchor 
and passed out, saluting the Galatea with her 
starboard gun as she passed. The Fortuna and 
Meta followed, both also saluting. Lieut. Henn 
said to a reporter that J. Beavor-Webb would be 
here to-morrow. Mr. Webb wished him to go to 
Boston, but he intended to refit here. The 
Galatea will remain here possibly until she goes 
to New-York, three weeks or a month hence. 

Marblehead is ablaze with illuminations to- 
night from Newtown to Barnegat in celebration 
of the arrival of the Galatea. Great crowds line 
the headlands gnd beaches. In the harbor all is 
activity. The sea is smooth and all sorts of craft 
are pressed into the service to take the curious 
out to see the English cutter. Huge bonfires are 
burning on Mason’s Rock, Skinner’s Head, Rock 
Beach, and all along the harbor side of Great 
Neck. All day long strangers have lined the 
shore. Lieut. Henn and his wife have receiveda 
royal welcome. But few yachts came in the har- 
bor during the evening. The citizens are jubi- 
lant over the fact that the Galatea will refit 
here. William Eddy isto do the work. After 5 
P.M. all who came near the Galatea were al- 
lowed to go on board. She looked much better 
than she did last night, her brass work having 
been polished and everything on deck put in order. 

Great preparations are being made at the East- 
ern Yacht Clubhouse for the reception to be 
given to Lieut, Henn and wife. A large number 
of yachts are lying at anchor in the harbor. Mr. 
Beavor-Webb will arrive in the morning. Lieut. 
Henn and his wife have accepted the use of the 
Eastern Yacht Clubhouse. The crew of the 
Galatea gave a concert on board this evening, 
and were applauded by hundreds: of people sur- 
rounding the yacht in boats. The wind to- 
night is light, from the south. 


The Galatea has been invited tojoin the New- 
York Yacht Club cruise and is expected to join 
the fleet at Newport. It is doubtful, however, if 
she can be got readyin time. Ex-Commodore 
James D. Smith, the Chairman of the America’s 
Cup Committee of the New-York Club, tele- 
graphed to Lieut. Henn yesterday morning ex- 
tending the congratulations and salutations of 
the committee to him and Mrs. Henn, Later inthe 
day Mr. Smith received a dispatch trom William 
Krebs, the Secretary of the committee, who is 
in Boston, saying that he was going to Marble- 
head, and asking if he should say anything of8- 
cially to Lieut. Henn, Commodore Smith replied 
as follows: “Am in hopes to meet Lieut. Henn 
at Newport. Have arranged with J. Beavor- 
Webb to meet our America’s Cup Committee 
there during the cruise of the New-York Yacht 
Club to complete details for the international 
races. Act officially with your usual discre- 
tion.”’ 

It has been arranged to entertain Lieut. and 
Mrs. Henn royally, and ex-Commodore Smith 
has already forwarded them an invitation to dine 
with him on his yacht Estelle at Newport.

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THE ELECTIONS IN FRANCE 


A COMPLETE . VICTORY FOR 
THE REPUBLICANS. 

THEIR MAJORITY AS GREAT AS. EVER 
DESPITE ORLEANIST INTRIGUES— 
BOULANGER AND D’AUM ALE. 
Dispatch to the Courrier des Etats-Unis. 

Paris, Aug. 2.—The Monarchists were 
defeated once more in the elections for the 
General Councils, which were held  yester- 
day in all the departments of «France, 
that of the Seine alone excepted. In spite 
of the combined efforts of the. Orlean- 
ists and the Bonapartists the return of: half the 
Councilors leaves matters as they were before; 
that is to say, the Republicans remain in the 
ascendant in eight-ninths of the General Councils, 
The latest returns received this evening at the 
Ministry of the Interior give the results of the 
voting in 1,284 cantons out of 1,432. 
These results are as follows:. Republicans 
elected, 768; Royalists clected, 366; second elec- 
tions required, 150. It is estimated that when 
all the returns are in there will be, of the 1,432 
Councilors to be chosen, about 1,000 Repub- 
licans, a number equal to that returned in the 
departmental elections in 1883,.so that the 
Republicans will have a majority of 79 in the 
Councils. 

The general success of the Republican candi- 
dates even in the departments in which the 
Monarchists still wield some influence has ex- 
ceeded the hopes of even the Republican jour- 
nals, Several of these journals admitted in 
effect that the plotting of the Orleanists would 
perhaps cause the defeat of the Republican 
candidates in a hundred cantons. But this fore- 
cast is not realized, and the success of the Re- 
publicans is all the mere significent. One of the 
reasons employed by the Orleanist newspapers 
to throw discredit upon the personnel of the 
Republican Government on the eve of the 
elections was to bring up the affair of 
the Duc d’Aumale, and the discussion in the 
Chamber of Deputies provoked by his letter to 
President Grévy. In this discussion Gen. Bou- 
langer, Minister of War, was taken: to task by 
the Duc de la Rochefoucauld-Bisaccia. who said: 
“It was the Duc @Aumale who made 
you a_ General.” To this Gen. Boulanger 
retorted: ‘I was appointed a General 
when Gen. Wolff commanded the corps 
darmée, and when Gen. Farre was Min- 
ister of War. I do not suppose that 
the Duc d’Aumale had anythng to do with my 
appointment.” Now, M. Limbourg, the confi- 
dential man of the Duc @’Aumale, has published 
a letter, dated in 1880, bearing the signature of 
Col. Boulanger, and addressed to the Duc d@’Au- 
male. in this letter Col. Boulamger said: 
‘* Monsigneur, it is to you that I owe my ap- 
pone to the rank of General. Happy will 

e the day which shall place me again under 
your orders.” 

Gen. Boulanger immediately denied in the Re- 
publican journals, and particularly in Le Temps 
andin La France, the assertion of M. Limbourg. 
He also repeated the denial in an interview with 
an editor of Voltaire. Nevertheless M. Limbourg 
maintained the authenticity of the letter in ques- 
tion, and caused to be published two other let- 
ters of similar character, addressed by Col. 
Boulanger to the Duc d’Aumale. In order to sup- 
port his position, Mr. Limbourg had the letters 
photographed, and fac similes published in the 
Royalist journals. This publication caused a 
great sensation, not only in the press pnt 
in public opinion. Several - Republitan 
newspapers huve published articles in 
which an explanation is demanded from 
Gen. Boulanger. This evening the 
Havas Agency publishes a note ofticially in- 
spired relative to this singular affair. In this 
note an old letter attributed to Gen. Boulanger 
by the Journal de Brusxelleis churacterized as a 
ridiculous invention. As to the letters published 
by M. Limbourg their authenticity is admitted, 
but the note maintains that they contain noth- 
ing but ordinary forms of courtesy. ° 

All the same, the burden of public opinion is 
favorable to Gen. Boulanger. In him it sees an 
otlicer still young and with a future before hin 
—an°energetic and gallant officer, whom. the 
Right wishes to ruin. Those Republicans who do 
not like the intrigues of the Minister of War 
believe that they must support him against the 
Royalists, under whose displeasure he has fallen 
because he has abridged their. influence.

AN AUSTRO-HUNGARIAN ROW. 
RECENT ARMY CHANGES CAUSING MUCH’ 
BITTER FEELING. 

Vienna, Aug. 2.—The Hungarians are still 
much excited over the Gyulai-Janski affair. Last 
June the Austrian soldiers at Buda-Pesth dec- 
orated with flowers the monument erected in 
that city to Gen. Henzi, who was killed while de- 
fending the city from the Hungarians in 1849. 
Gen. Baron Louis Janski, then commanding the 
Sixty-tirst Infantry Brigade at Buda-Pesth, took 
part in the decoration services. The Hungarians 


became enraged over Gen. Janski’s action, and 
made such violent threats against his person 
that, by command of his superiors, he left 
the city on a three months’ leave of ab- 
sence. A mob had previously attacked his 
house and broken the windows. Gen. Baron 
Leopold von Edelsheim-Gyulai at this time was 
commander of the Fourth Army Corps and Com- 
mander-in-Chief at Buda-Pesth. e took no 
notice of the riots against Gen. Janski. This 
conduct on the part of the Commander-in-Chief 
was construed by the populace as a silent in- 
dorsement of their conduct and disapproval of 
Gen. Janski’s. The Austrian element in the 
army stood by Gen. Janski, on the ground that 
he had done no wrong, and complaints were 
made to the Emperor that Gen. von Edelsheim- 
Gyulai was becoming too much Hungarized. 
Stress was laid upon the fact that he had re- 
sided 13 years ,as commander at Pesth, 
had long owned an estate in Hungary, 
and was more desirous of keeping on pleasant 
terms with the people among whom he lived 
than was strictly compatible with the principles 
which should govern a commander-in-chief in 
the Imperial army. Although Gen. Von Edel- 
shejm-Gyulai is admitted to be the best cavalry 
ofticer in the Austro-Hungarian Army, and was 
looked upon as certain to be placed in command 
of one of the three great corps of the Imperial 
Armyinthe event of war, he recently found 
reason to v“lace his resignation in the Em- 
peror’s hands. It was accepted with ‘pro- 
found regret,’ &c., .and the General was 
placed on the pension roll and ostentatiously 
decorated with the Grand Cross of the, Leopold 
Order. Gen. Pejacsevics, a Croat, has-been ap- 
pointed Commander-in Chief at Buda-Pesth, 
and the announcement of this appointment and 
the promotion of Gen. Janski to divisional rank 
were made in the same gazette which placed 
Gen. von Edelsheim-Gyuiai on the retired list.

NO ROOM FOR MR. FLYNN | 


EXPELLED FROM THE COUNTY 


DEMOCRACY COUNCILS. 

THE EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE REAFFIRM- 
ING THE PRINCIPLES ON WHICH 
THE ORGANIZATION WAS FOUNDED. 

Before the members of the Executive Com- 
mittee of the County Democracy Organization 
met last night in the Cooper Union, they talked 
among themselves about the story in yesterday’s 
TIMES, containing an account of the meeting of 
the Sub-Executive Committee inthe New Amster- 
dam Clubhouse, in West Twenty-fourth-street, 
on Thursday evening, after the burial of the late 
Hubert O. Thompson. They occupied themselves 
for some time in trying to decide who could Have 
given the information to THE Times, and none 
of them succeeded in making the correct guess. 
It was understood, previous to the calling of the 
Executive Committee to order, that resolutions 
would be presented expelling Maurice B. Flynn, 
the leader in the Fourteenth Assembly District, 
from the committee, and renewing the pledges 
of no union with Tammany or any other form of 
bossism, upon which the organization was found- 
ed. The surmises of the ‘‘* knowing” ones were 
correct, and there was much excitement during 
the proceedings. 

Henry D. Purroy, the Chairman, called the 
committee to order at 9:15, an hour and fifteen 
minutes having been occupied by the Committee 
on Resolutions in drafting the papers to be sub- 
mitted to the meeting. There were very few 
members present, but among those were Special 
Deputy Collector Arthur Gerry, Col. Patrick 
McCabe, 8 G. O’Brien, Police Commissioner 
Voorhis, Park Commissioners Beekman and Crim- 
mins, ex-County Clerk Patrick Keenan, ex-Alder- 
man Kerwin. Alderman James J. Mooney, Police 
Justices J. Henry Ford and Maurice J. Power, 
James McCartney, Thomas P. Walsh, James W. 
Boyle, Nelson J. Waterbury, and Peter H. Jobes. 
Mr. Charles J. McGee and Dr. Philip E. Donlin 
acted as Secretaries. 

E. Ellery Anderson, from the Committee on 
Resolutions and from the Sub-Executive Com- 
mittee, submitted the following as the platform 
upon which the County Democracy will go into 
battle in November next: 

The avowed objects of the Committee of One Hun- 
dred through whose action jn 1881 the New-York 
County ee oe was calle@into being were: 

To secure to all Democrats freedom of political 
action, and to break down the system of bossism and 
of personal domination which prevailed in Tam- 
many Hall. 

To purify and reform the administration of mu- 
nicipal affairs. 

To nominate for office only men of capacity and of 
unsullied character. 

We now reaffirm these principles and declare them 
to be our guides during the coming election. We in- 
vite the co-operation and assistance of all Democrats 
for the promotion of these objects. We are opposed 
to legislative interference with the right of the city 
to govern itself, and we especially condemn the act 
passed at the last session by which the Mayor and 
Controller of this city Were legislated out of the 
commission for the new aqueduct. These officers 
were the natural representatives of the people, 
chosen by their votes to watch and guard their in- 
terests in the construction and completion of that 
great public work. Their removal was a flagrant in- 
sult to the voters of our city. We demand the re- 
peal of this act and the restoration of the Mayor and 
Coutroller to the commission for the new aqueduct. 

All Democrats within their respective districts 
have the right to participate in the formation of our 
conventions, Itis our purpose through these con- 
ventions to place in nomination candidates for Mayor, 
Register, Justice of the tg yr and Superior Court, 
and for ail other ottices to be tilled by election next 
November. The character aud qualifications of 
these candidates shall be a guarantee to the people 
that their election will promote the objects herein- 
before declared. 

Our organizations has had its successes and its de- 
feats. A firm adherence to its principles is the sure 
watchword to victory. Let us then be true to these 
principles. Let us name candidates who fitly repre- 
sent them. Let us work faithfully for them and for 
them alone. Let us abjure all combinations with 
organizations whose political methods are incon- 
sistent with our own, and wecan rest assured that 
our candidates will be the chosen of the people on 
the day of election. 

Resolved, That this committee, though taking no 
action by which men charged with criminal offenses 
might be impaired in their right toa fair trial, hav- 
ing declared its determination that no man pulty ot 
corruption in matters-of public trust should remain 
in its membership, is required by the fact that 
Maurice B. Flynn is shown, by @ paper signed 
by the Commissioner of -Public Works, the 
genuineness... of which is undoubted, to heve 
the votes of Aldermen elected upon 
the nomination of this organization in favor of the 
contirmation of the presént Commissioner of Public 
Works, if he were noininated tor the office upon an 
agreement by him to allow the said Flynn to con- 
trol his performance of the duties of the oilice, there- 
tore the said Maurice B. Flynn is hereby expelled 
from membership in the Executive Committee, aud 
the organization of the County Democracy in the 
Fourteenth Assembly District is requested to reor- 
ganize in sueh manner that the said Flynn shall have 
no influence in its couneils. 

There was much applause when Mr. McGee 
had ceased reading. The resolution .expelling 
Mr. Flynn was greeted with tremendous ap- 
plause. Mr. Anderson spoke for a few moments 
on the resolu:ion. He said that the applause 
that had marked the introduction of the resolu- 
tion guaranteed’ its adoption.. The County 
Democracy had sustained a great loss. It had 
lost its leader, but the County Democracy was 
prepared to say to the people of New-York that 
its strength was iu its cause and not in any one 
manor set of men. The organization was the 
product, five years ago, of the best Democratic 
winds in the city. Hewitt, Cooper, and 
Whitney, [applause,}] with their associates, 
met night after night, and the result 
of their labors was the formation of an organiza- 
tion that was pure in its inception and righteous 
inits cause. The County Democracy was found- 
ed asa protest against the tyrannical methods 
ot Tammany Hall. The County Democracy 
could not athliate with any organization founded 
upon undemocratic methods. The County De- 
mocracy meant to make no union with any 
faction. It meant to look well before selecting 
candidates for oftice. The members would select 
a gentleman renowned for his ability and his 
faithfulness to Democratic principles and to the 
cause of good government. When that man was 
found he would be nominated for Mayor of the 
city and he would be elected 

Mr. Anderson then told how the Mayor and 
Controller were legislated out of the Aqueduct 
Commission by the act of Gov. Hill in signing 
the new Aqueduct bill. Under the law the only 
official representative on the Aqueduct Commis- 
sion was an unfortunate man who has his great 
crime against all that is holy and good in gov- 
ernment written on his brow and all over his 
body. [Applause.] The duty of the organiza- 
tion was to demand the repeal of that notorious 
bill, so that the Mayor and Controller shall be 
put back on the commission. ‘‘ And now,” con- 
tinued the speaker, ** I will speak of a crime that 
is in itself a defiance of law in allitsterms. A 
letter is produced which shows that the law 
has been trampled upon to serve the selfish 

urposes of a member of this committee. 

e crime was the act of one of the members 
of the organization, and as such it merited 

prompt punishment. There are insults that a 

man must redress on the spot, without waiting 

for the law to take its course. Where such in- 
sults come from a trusted friend the incentive to 
strike out a thrifty blow becomes more pressing. 

This seems to me to be one of the lattercases. We 

must say to Mr. Flynn, * You cannot sit among 

us; your place is outside the door of our meetin 
room. You have occupied positions of trust and: 
responsibility. You have been put upon leading 
committees, and while pretending to uphold the 
principles ofthe County Democracy you have 

etrayed those principles by the most glaring and 
the most notorious violation of the very funda- 
mental laws of good government. Even at the 
risk of having it said that we were too precipi- 
tate, we must bid yougo.’” 

The conclusion of Mr. Anderson’s remarks 
evoked much applause, which was renewed 
when ex-J — Waterbury arose to second the 
resolution. Mr. Waterbury began by paying a 
high compliment to the departed leader, Mr. 
Thompson. He then said that the County De- 
mocracy should act as well as pass reso- 
lutions. It was just that Maurice B. Flynn 
should be expelled from the organization. There 
could be no doubt of the genuineness of the let- 
ter to Mr. Flynn. Its authenticity could not be 
denied. ‘“*Whoknew Rollin M. Squire,” asked 
Mr. Waterbury, ‘“ until Maurice B. Flynn intro- 
duced him to the people of this city? And this 
Maurice B. Flynn had the unparalleled impu- 
den@®a to bargain and barter, to deliver the votes 
ef Aldermen in return for the absolute control of 
the Department of Public Works. Was there 
ever anything more infamous? - There could not 
be. Itis just that we should expel such a man. 
We say to him: ‘We have trusted you, but we 
have found you out. Begone, and stand not 
upon the order of your going.’” [Applause.] 

olice’ Commissioner Voorhis called attention 

to the fact that the resolution contained two 
propositions. One was a declaration of princi- 
ples, and the other was a resolution expellin 
Mr. Flynn from the organization. He had hope 
that an opportunity might be afforded to Mr. 
Flynn to defend his action if had any defense to 
make. He favored giving Mr. Flynn a chance to 
be heara, but his friends on the subcommittee 
disagreed with him‘on the subject. He bowed to 
paar judgment, and weuld support the reso- 
ution. 

Assemblyman Finn called attention to the fact 
thatthe County Democracy Assermblymen had 
voted against the new Aqueduct bill. Mr. Purroy 
then put the resolution to a vote and it waa 
adopted wunauimously. Mr. Flynu was not 
present at the meeting and the zreatest care was 
taken that he should not‘knuow that the resolu- 
tion of expulsion was to be introduced.

BOSTON’S ROBBER LAWYER. 


sHOW JAMES A. L. WHITTIER SQUAN- 
DERED A LADY CLIENT’S FORTUNE. 

Boston, Aug. 2.—James A. L. Whittier, a 
well known citizen and prominent lawyer, was 
arrested this morning on a serious charge of em- 
bezzlement. For thé past 15 years Mr. Whittier 
has been the attorney and agent of Miss Harriet 
C. Reid, an elderly lady of large fortune, occu- 
pying an elegant residence at the South End. 
Several years ago he married a grandniece of 
Miss Reid, and on this account it is supposed she 
was induced to make him her confidential agent. 
Her fortune was variously estimated at from 
$200,000 to $250,000. It consisted of valuable 
real estate on Milk-street and Tremont- 
street and stocks in various corporations, all 
sound securities. Miss Reid executed a power 
of attorney to Mr. Whittier, and under this he 
has collected her rents and handled her property 
at his discretion, Miss Reid for years signing all 
papers brought to her for that purpose without 
question and with implicit confidence in the in- 
tegrity of her agent. When investments or 
changes of investments were thought best, Mr. 
Whittier made them with little or no consulta- 
tion with her, and frequently without her 
knowledge. Whenever funds for personal use 
were desired by Miss Reid they were S ans yaad 
furnished by the confidential agent, and all was 
supposed and believed by that lady to be en- 
tirely correct. 

For the past year or two, however, Miss Reid’s 
supply of ready cash has been seriously cur- 
tailed, to her no small embarrassment. This was 
accounted for by Mr. Whittier as due to the de- 
preciation of rents and stocks, owing to a lack of 
c—-. business prosperity. Last Spring Miss 

eid requested Mr. Whittier to furnish a sched- 
ule of her personal property, detailing the name 
and amount of the various securities of which 
she was possessed and all certificates of stock 
and other similar dpcuments in Mr. Whittier’s 
possesion. This schedule was, after some delay, 
furnished, and a short time ago, while Whittier 
was absent on a pleasure trip, Miss Reid began a 
personal examination of her affairs, assisted by 
counsel. . The result was astounding and such as 
to be received at first with absolute incredulity. 
Stocks of which Miss Reid supposed herself stiil 
the possessor, which appeared upon the sched- 
ule, and wytign. as she avers, have never been 
sold with hef consent, are found to have been 
sold years ago, the transfer in each case being 
made over her own unquestioned signature, 
how obtained no one ¢can tell. A comparison 
of the schedule furnished by Whittier with 
the books of the various corporations therein 
designated, revealed the fact that not one of 
these securities remained in her possession. All 
of them, to the amount of about $125,000, were 
gone. The real estate on Tremont-street had 
been sold with her consent for $27,000 with the 
distinct stipulation, that this sum should be in- 
vested in Boston and Providence Railroad and 
Calumet and Hecla mining stock. Not a dollar 
of this sum was so invested, though my 
on Whittier’s schedule and not the slightest 
trace of this money can be found. 

Even the taxeson real estate supposed b 
Miss Reid to be paid annually remain unpaid. 
Miss Reid, when satisfied of her agent’s duplic- 
ity, revoked her power of attorney to Mr. Whit- 
tier. He returned from the country several days 
ago, but has remained in seclusion at his elegant 
apartments atthe Hotel Albion, where he was 
arrested this morning on the charge of embezzle- 
ment of $27,000. Mr. Whittier is a member of 2 
highly respectable Boston family, and is about 
45 years old. His tirst wife, the grandniece of 
Miss Reid, died several years ago, and two years 
later he married a second wife, from whom-he 
was recently divorced.

Clifton H. Moore, of Clinton, Il., a friend of 40 


years. ‘The estate is valued at about $1,000,000, 
chiefiy in lands in Illinois, Iowa. aud Missouri, 
Maryland, and New-York City, and property in 
Chicago and elsewhere. The will discloses the 
fact that his second wife is deprived of dower by 
an ante-nuptial eontract, the terms of which are 
not given. He leaves her. $2,500 in money, all 
furniture purehased since their marriage, car- 
riages, horses, &¢. 

The fainily homestead he requests be kept in 
the family unincumbered, but does not specify 
who shall take it. He -provides comfortable 
support for his poor relations and those of his 
tirst wife, and earnestly enjoins upon his neirs to 
see that none of these come to want. ‘ By thus 
doing,” he says, *‘ you will best honor your 
father and mother.” He gives his son the ele- 
gant country home occupied by him. After set- 
ting out various large tracts of land to his chil- 
dren and grandchildren, he bequeaths all the 
rest to his son and his daughter as tenants iu 
common. He earnestly enjoins on his heirs not 
to sell or incumber the estate. 








LEGS AND PENSIONS FOR CONFEDERATES. 
ATLANTA, Aug. 2.—There will be two con- 
stitutional amendments voted on at the State 
electionin Georgia in October, one of which is 
of general interest, as it is likely to place 
maimed Confederate soldiers upon a perma- 
nent pension list. The amendment is to the 
last sentence of Article VII., section 1, para- 
graph 1, of the Constiiution of 1877, and the 
same is amended by adding thereto at the end of 
the sentence the following words: ‘“‘ And to make 
suitable provision for such Confederate soldiers 
as may have been permauently injured in such 
service.” The sentence, when so amended, shall 
read as follows: “ To supply the soldier who lost 
a limbor limbs in the military service of the 
Confederate States with suitable artificial limbs 
during lite, and to make suitable provisions for 
such Confederate soldiers as may have been per- 
manently injured in such service.” Under the 
last clause of the proposed amendment the Leg- 
islature would be at liberty to establish a pen- 
sion list direct. There is no opposition whai- 
ever in the State to the proposed amendment. 


HOWARD CROSBY AS A LAWYER. 
Prine Hitz, N. Y., Aug. 2.—A case of’ 
assault and battery of the third degree has been 
on trial here to-day before Judge Sagendorf and 
ajury. The complainant was one Angelena, an 
Italian missionary, a protégé of the Rey.

BUILDERS LOCKED OUT. 
THE DETROIT EMPLOYERS WILL NOT BS 
DICTATED TO. 

Dertro!t, Mich., Aug. 2.—The troubles be« 
tween the builders and bricklayers have broken 
out afresh, Mention was made some weeks ago 
of a difficulty between the stonecutting firm of 
Knapp & Avery and their men, growing out of 
the discharge of an incompetent man to whom 
they refused to pay union prices, the result be- 
ing a strike of all their men and the taking up of 
their case by the Stonecutters’ Union and the im- 
position of a fine of $150 upon. the offending 


firm and a demand that the incompetent mau 
and all others .should be taken back. 
This novel method of getting the Ila 
boring men’s. rights struck the other 
stonecutting firms as liable to imperil em- 
ployers’ rights, and they accordingly made com- 
mon cause with Knapp & Avery, closed their 
yards, and discharged their men. The result 
was, after two or three weeks’ suspension of 
work, that the men rescinded their imposition of 
a fine, but continued the strike in Knapp «& 
Avery’s yard. They then proceeded to fil up 
with non-union men, and the other firms went on 
as before the lockout. Finding that Knapp & 
Avery were getting along very comfortably with- 
out their help the Stonecutters’ Union proceeded 
to devise some method of punishing them for 
their temerity. Procuring the co-operation of 
the Bricklayers’ Union, they declared a boyvott 
upon all stone from Knapp & Avery’s yard, 
and notified ell master builders and con- 
tractors that no brick would thereafter 
be laid in any building on stove procured from 
Knapp & Avery. As this would involve wholiy 
unoftending parties, who had no relation what- 
ever to the existing difficulties, there was a loud’ 
protest against so radical a measure. The buiid- 
ers then got together and resolved that they 
would not submit to any such outrageous inter- 
ference with their plans and work. Many of 
them were engaged on buildings whose owners 
had made separate and independent contracts 
with Knapp & Avery for the stone. which was om 
the ground and in many instances already set im 

lace. They finally notified the bricklayers that 
if they sought to enforce their decree they would 
suspend work on their contracts, even if at a 1083, 
and discharge all their men. 

After protracted negotiations. the bricklayers 
consented to go on with existing contracts, but 
renewed their notice that they would not work 
on any new work that might come from Knapp 
& Avery’s yard. This was only a patching up of 
ditticulties, however, as the builders had ne 
knowMdge of what contracts might be made 
with that firm by persons contemplating the 
erection of buildings. The subject therefore 
has been the theme of repeated couferences 
among the builders, and some correspondence 
with the Bricklayers’ Union. The latter, how- 
ever, have been immovable, and ftinally the 
builders and contractors determined tu put ap 
end to the trouble. Accordingly this morning a 
general lockout was proclaimed on all building 
operations in brick and stone. This move will 
affect indirectly all other building trade’, a3 
neither carpenters, nor inside finishers, nor 
painters can get at their share of the work on 
the suspended contracts. 

The builders declare: their intention to matn- 
tain the lockout until the questions involved ate 
fully settled and they are assured that this so.°t 
of harassing business shall cease. The mer’. 
on the other hand, indulge in a good deal o.' 
loud talk, say they will be backed by all 
the unions, and can hold out indefinitely. There 
is much excitement among them, however, and 
much apprehension is felt in all business circles 
that this may be but the initial step leading 
to larwe consequences, and may put an end to 
most of the projected building in the city for the 
season. Public sentiment is arrayed strongly 
against the men, and sustains the builders in 
their action.

THOMSON'S DEFALCATIONS. 
THE COURT ACCEPTS COMPROMIS#!: 
WITH HIS SURETIES. 

St.Louis, Mo., Aug. 2.—Judge Lubke, in 
Chambers, to-day, reudered a decision on the 
proposition of the sureties of Almon B. Thomsq@, 
absconding Cashier of the Provident Sav- 
ings Bank. The Receiver was directed to ac- 
cept the proposition, which is in effect that the 
sureties puy by way of compromise the sum of 
$50,000 cash for the surrender of the bonds with- 
out recourse upon the bank or the estate in the 
hands of the Receiver. One cf the bonds was 

iven in 1877 for $30,000 and the other in 

884 for a similar amount. ‘The sureties 
on the first bond claim that they. are 
liable for only $20,000 of the amount, and 
the acceptance of their proposition was 
urged on the part of the depositors,-on the 
ground that it would expedite the settlement of 
the Receivership and save heavy counsel fees 
and loss of interest, which would necessarily 
follow litigation to recover the full amount of 
the bonds, leaving out of consideration the un- 
certainty of recovering by suit as muchas was 
now offered by way of compromise. The court 
took a similar view of the case, inasmuch as it 
would not interfere with a criminal prosecution 
against Thomson by the sureties, should they go 
desire. In accordance. with the decision tls 
sureties this afternoon deposited with the Re- 
ceiver the sum of $50,000, and the bonds were 
turned over to them. It is expected that a speedy 
settlement of the affairs of the bauk will now be 


made.

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A YEAR OF REFORM WORK 


RESULTS OF ECONOMY IN THE 
POSTAL SERVICE. 

THE GOOD RECORD POSTMASTER-GEN- 
ERAL VILAS HAS MADE— ABUSES 
CORRECTED AND MONEY SAVED. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 2.—Postmaster-Gen- 
eral Vilasisable at the close cf the first fiscal 
year of his administration of the Post Office De- 
partment to show some figures which speak well 
for the care with which the affairs of that depart- 
ment gf the Government have been munaged. 

The figures, when presented in columns 

and compared with those rendered in pre- 

vious years, indicate at once a close study of 
the needs of the service and careful attention 
to some details, to secure economy, accounta- 
bility, and efficiency. In the matter of contracts 
for supplies there has been a notable saving. 

Taking the expenditures for supplies furnished 

for the year ending June 30, 1885, as a basis 

* for comparison, the saving effected during the 

year ending June 30, 1886, was $174,222 51, or 

nbout 19.7 per cent. Some of the items 
of saving were large. For adhesive post- 

ago sautimps the saving was $35,076 64; 

for postal cards, $24,672 05; for registered 

packages, tag and official wrappers, $55,337 01; 

for mail bags and mail-bag catchers, $35,617 89, 

and other lesser amounts on other articles, 

Very large saving was also effected in making 

contracts for postage stamps, postal cards, 

stuinped envelopes, and mail bags for four 

years. The amounts saved are ascertained by a 

comparison of the amounts paid on like con- 


tracts for the preceding four years, and the say- 
ing is as folluws:

The account taken of the use of the annual ap- 
prupriation shows that extreme care has been 
exercised in governing the outgo. The total ap- 
propriation for the care of Post Office buildings, 
snlaries of officers and employers, and the con- 
Cuct of the department business was, in 1885, 
$824,399 15, and the expenditures were $808,- 
G48 87, the unexpended balance being $15,- 
750 28, or 1.9 per cent. In 1886 the ap- 
propriation was $853,972; the expenditures 
were $787,512 41, and the unexpended 
balance was $66,459 59, or 7.78 per cent. The 
decrease of expenditures during the fiscal year 
188G was $21,136 46, or 2.6 per cent. Among 
the items just referred to are what Mr. Vilas 
calls “housekeeping items,” in which a large 
percentage of saving has been made without in 
the slightest degree impairing the efficiency of 
the service. The average for all items of this 
class is 24.1, but in some of the items 
the percentage of saving was much higher. 
Fer stationery it was 29.9; for telegraphing 
on a reduecd appropriation 24.8, for paintin 
43.3, for furniture 78.6, for hardware 66, an 
for Ofticial Postal Guides 48.1. The saving in 
painting is easily accounted for. When the ap- 
propriation for that item became available a 
whtician ealled upon Mr. Vilas with a letter of 
utroduction and informed the Postmaster-Gen- 
pral that he had come over to take the appropri- 
ation for painting and todo the work. He was 
shocked to learu that the painting was to be 
done after advertising and contract, and went 
away disgusted. 

The average annual amount of unexpended 
balances during a period of 20 years preceding 
1886 was 1 6-10 per cent., while in 1886 it was 
6 8-10 per cent. More significant still is the fact 
that while fer 20 years the average annual in- 
crease of expenditures has been 54g per cent., in 
1886 it was 1 7-10 per cent, From the returns of 
the Sixth Anditor the rate of decrease shown in 
ihe eust of the star route serviee has been $316,- 
G88; that, in the steamboat service $139,506 
and in mail messenger service $45,591, obtainec 
in each case by the most careful regard for de- 
tails. By hunting up railroads that were operat- 
ing upon Government land grants, but which 
liul previously escaped notice, $68,935 was 
saved by deductions of pay. By revising the 
acts of former ofticials who had without authori- 
ty of law made allowances for apartment 
ears when less than a whole car 
was set apart for postal service, a species of serv- 
ice for which nearly $1,000,000 has been spent 
improperly in 12 years, a saving of $172,517 99 
las been effected. In the fourth contract see- 
tion of the country, including States west of the 
Missouri and the Territories, the saving in star 
and steamboat service is,on four years’ con- 
tracts, an annual decrease of $289,098 54, or at 
the rate of about $1,350,000 in four years. 
gle Vostmaster-General finds from the Audit- 
ors reports for the first three-quarters of the 
yeur pretty nearly what the expenses and de- 
jicits of the department are to be. He estimated 
in 1834 for the following year that tho expendi- 
tures would be $56,000,000; they were about 
$54,000.000. 'The best figures he could make last 
year were $53,000,000, but the expenditures will 

1 about $51,000,000, Thereceipts will be about 

$44,000,000, or what Mr. Vilas estimated they 
wonld reach, and the deficit will be about 
$7,000,000, instead of $9,600,000, as estimated. 
This is eonsidered gratifying, considering the 
fact that the newspaper rate and the limit of 
weight for letters was advanced from one-half 
ounce to one ounce during the year. The chang- 
lug of Postmasters throughout the country has 
had the effect of reducing the compen- 
sation of many officers. This has come 
about, it is supposed, in this way: 
The old officers bad, in many instances, fallen 
into a habit of reporting sales of stamps in- 
stend of enncellations of stamps as a basis for 
commissions. This is discovered by an inspec- 
tion of accounts, when it is discovered that ac- 
counts of sales and cancellations correspond ex- 
actly. Charges have been made back upon @ 
number of Postmasters on this account, the ag- 
gregate being $52,915. Many other cases are 
ptill under examination by Inspectors.

PHILADELPHIANS WAKE UP AND GO 
DOWN TO SEE A SWIMMING MATCH. 
PHILADELPHIA, Aug. 2.—Dennis F. Butler, 

the champion swimmer of America, to-day de- 

feated William B. Johnson, England’s champion 
swimmer, in a one-milé race on the Delaware, 

James Watson was referee and starter, and 

Sorgrane Allen acted as pilot. J. 8. Martin 

coached for Butler, and Thomas Steerck, 

England’s famous pugilist, piloted Johnson. 

Each of the swimmers had a referee, 

J.C. Robinson acting for the American and H. 

B, Hoffman for Johnson. The race was the first 

of three, which is to decide who is the champion 

of the world, The winner is to receive a purse of 
$350 and the loser will get $150, The course of 
the race wasfrom 200 yards above Cooper's 


Point to the east corner of Ridgway Island Pier. 
Ridgway Park was crowded all the afternoon, 
and it is estimated that there were over 10,000 
people at 4 o’clock. The whfarves were lined 
with spectators. 

At precisely 5:45 the start was made from the 
stern of Ridgway Park steamer. Butler won 
Soe. but the Englishman caught up to him 
with a few strong strokes and they began the 
race neck and neck, touching each other at 
every stroke. As the champious leaped from the 
boat James Borgianna, of Fourth and South 
streets, jumped in a few yards iu the rear. He 
had previously stated his intention to swim 
with them, but the matter was taken as a joke. 
Butler was under water most of the time, 
coming up only at short intervals to get his 
breath. The champions kept close to each 
other for four minutes, when Butler steered for 
the channel and was soon several yards uhead of 
Johnson. Borgianna followed closely and soon 
passed Johnson. When within 200 feet of the 
tinish Butler led ont with long, quick strokes. 
Borgianna then began to swim in real earnest, 
and when the mile flag was reached was even 
with Butler, in fact he passed the buoy first, but 
weut by several feet to the west.

LOSSES BY FIRE. 


Shortly before noon yesterday fire broke 
out in one of the hay barns at the East St. Louis 
stock yards. Help was sent from St. Louis, but 
the fire had gained great headway among the 
long rows of sheds and barns before the engines 
arrived, and it was only after three hours of hard 
work thatthe flames were under control. The 
yards cover a space about 3,000 feet wide by 
2,500 long, and were capable of accommodating 
5.000 head of cattle and 40,000 hogs, besides 
having sheep bins a quarter of a mile long. 
President Kuox, of the Stock Yard Company, 
places the loss at $50,000, which he says is cov- 
ered by insurance. 

Sunday night an incendiary fire was start- 
ed in Shook & Faulkner’s wagon shop, Elletts- 
ville, a small town north of Bloomington, Ind., 
on the Louisviile, db pms A and Chicago Rail- 
road, which destroyed more than half the busi- 
ness houses in the place before its progress was 
staid. The losses are small, aggregating only 
$13,500, with an insurance of $6,00U. Shook & 
Faulkner lose $5,000, with $1,500 insurance. 
There was no apparatus for fighting the fire in 
the village. 

Christian Kurchkie’s butcher’s shop and 
barn, Daniel Browu's Binge "4 store and dwell- 
ing, and a block of wooden buildings belonging 
to Charles Shupp, at Plymouth, Penn., were 
destroyed by tire yesterday morning. The loss 
on buildings, furniture, and stock is $10,000; 
partially insured. 

An elevator operated by Whitcomb Broth- 
ers, at Lawrence, Kan., was destroyed by tire 
Sunday night, with about $1,500 worth of corn 
and oats, Which were insured. The elevator was 
valued at $15,000 and insured for $4,000. 


A fire started in the drying room of thé 
Wheel and Wood-Bending Company's Works, in 
Bridgeport, Conn., Suuday afternoon, causing a 
damage of $10,000; insured. 


Thomas Brown & Son’s tannery and 
buildings owned by Homer Campbell, Jr., and D. 
Phelan, at Ingersoll, Ontario, were destroyed by 
tire yesterday. Loss $10,000; partially insured. 

The four-story brick block comprising

MARSHAL BUNN STARTLES UTIOA. 

Utica, Aug. 2.—United States Marshal 
Walter H. Bunn, of Cooperstown, took posses- 
sion ofa number of rooms in the City Hall to- 
day, under the direction of the Attorney-Gen- 
eral. Whentie building was erected, in 1850, 
the United States subscribed $12,000 toward the 
expense, and received from the city a perpetual 
lease, or deed, of certain rooms in the building. 
The United States courts were held in these 
rooms until the new Government building was 
erected, when the courts were no longer held in 
the rooms, and they were put to other uses. As 
the result ofaquarrel betweeu Mayor Kinne 
and certain members of the Common Council, 
the attention of the Government officials 
was called to the matter, and this result has fol- 
lowed. The Marshal states that he is instructed 
to change the locks and retain possession of the 
rooms which belong to the Government. The 
matter has cau considerable excitement in 
the city to-day. The Common Council is thrown 
out of its chamber and the City Treasurer from 
his room. The Council had a special meeting 
this afternoon, and appointed a committee to 
negotiate with the Government authorities. Old 
members of the Council state that permission 
was given the body to occupy certain of the 
rooms by Attorney-General Devens. 








ROBBED THE MAILS. 

Harry R. Gould, assistant stamp clerk in 
che Newark Post Office, was arrested last even- 
ing on a charge of robbing the mails. Postmas- 
ter Fiedler has missed registered packages 
since May 30. Suspecting Gould he had 
him watched, and Gould was found to 
be spending three times his salary. Yester- 
day the Postmaster mailed a letter containing 
marked money. Gould took the letter into the 
cellar, tore it open, and put the money in his 
pocket. The envelope was recovered, and the 
money was found on Gould. He acknowledged 
that he had taken it, and said that it was his only 
offense. Gould is a grandson of the late Post- 
master, William Ward, and has been in the office 
for four years.

jusutied in making a to-do about her two hun- 
dredth anniversary, and calling all the country 
to witness how well she bears her years, thero 
ought to be some consideration for such a thing 
as a five hundredth birthday celebration among 
Americans, even if it be held on the other side of 
the Atlantic. When James II. gave u« charter to 
the village on the hills at the head of the Hudson, 
whith bore his earlier ducal name, the University 
at Hcidelberg was already an old, old institution, 
with three full centuries’ recollestions and tra- 
ditions clustering ubout it. Even when Hen- 
drik Hudson first luid eyes on the North River, 
and fatuously sailed up it on his short-cut to 
China, the school at Heidelberg had been famous 
throughout Eurupe for more than a century, and 
old savants were regarding it as an Alma Mater 
gray with antiquity. After all this lapse of time, 
during which continents have been born, empires 
have vanished, and dynasties have dissolved into 
dust. Heidelberg University is still the best 


known of Continental centres of learning. In- 
deed, its name means more to day, perhups, than 
it ever did before, for latter-day conditious have 
made it possible that a Heidelberg Alumnus 
should be on a Colorado sheep ranch, and another 
in a commission house in Hong-Kong, and a third 
on the hospital staff in Melbourne. All over the 
world its sons, no less than the echoes of its 
fame, are to be found. All over the world 1n- 
terest will be felt in the celebrations with which 
the aged town and its university mark the great 
anniversary. 

Of the score of more or less famous univer- 
sities boasted by Germany this venerable school 
on the Neckar, under the shadow of K.inigsstuhl, 
is not only the most notable, but the oldest. 
Alone of the Teutonic educational foundations, 
its dute stretches back into the fourteenth cent- 
ury—1386. One or two others of the group of 
nine founded iu that curious Catholic revival of 
learning preceding the discovery of printing 
aud the Reformation,crowd itclose. Wurtzburg 
University goes back to 1402, and the schools of 
Leipsic and Rostock come within the succeeding 
score of years. The great Flemish rival, Lou- 
vain, dates from 1426, and then, 30 years after, 
comes Griefswald, to be followed by Freiburg, 
(1457,) Ingolstadt, (now Munich, 1472,) Tubin- 
gen, (1477,) and Frankfurt, (now Breslau, 1506. 
Of the later universities of Germany establishe 
by Protestauts, beginning with Marburg and 
Gie senin 1527 and ending with Bonu in 1818, 
there is no need, for purposes of chrouvlogical 
comparison, to speak. 

Nor is there any comparison possible, once 
Heidelverg bus been seen, with the English Uni- 
versities of Oxford and Cambridge, Beside these 
impressive old cullege towns, with their rich 
architectural remains, their classic quadrangles, 
their historic halls and chapels, their wealth of 
ancient carving, quaint turrets and gables, aud 
medivval ornamentation, the bare, dingy, com- 
mouplace buildings at Heidelberg look poor and 
mean enuugh., At Oxford, one can _ realize 
Erasmus lionized by a rich and wasteful nobility, 
adwired and deferred to by un gs! opulent 
and prodigal clergy, and petted by a King whose 
most congenial memory was of the Field of the 
Cloth of Gold. But in Heidelberg, if one strove 


to evoke from its memories someequally notable | 


figure, that tigure would be barefooted, begging 
belike its own food, studying by a single rush 
light, and suffering all the pains of poverty and 
trivail for the sacred sake of learning. There 
was mouey, fame, luxury, power for the scholar 
in Evgi!and in those days; fu Germany there was 
only honor. Whole volumes could not depict this 
more strikingly than does the contrast { have 
invited—between any one of ten college struct- 
ures at Oxford, say, and the chief university 
building in Ludwigsplatz, Heidelberg. 

Medizval Germauy did not lack architectural 
splendor, of course; it simply did not waste it on 
educational housing. There wasa good deal of 
mouey for churches—still more for comfortable 
residences for Electors, Margraves, Grand Dukes, 
etal. There is no ruyal 1. of vld Englund— 
to continues the parallel astep further—which 
compares in spe or richness with the editices 
at Oxford.- There is no ancient scholastic build- 
ings in allGermany which can compare for an 
instant with the poorest remains of a royal hab- 
itation near it. Nowhere is this more obvious 
than at Heidelberg. There you may turn your 
back upon the plain, gauut, old brick barn in the 
Platz, the home of the most celebrated schovl on 
the Continent, yet of which an Indiana township 
would almust be ashamed, and look up the hill to 
the most magnificent residential ruin north of 
the Pyrenees. Of the wonderful beauty of this 
ruin—the ancient pulace of the Electors—it is 
not needful to speak in detail. Every letter 
writer for a century back has dilated upon it; 
95 out of every 100 have compared it to the Al- 
hambra. The point is that this sumptuous 
palace, this marvel of grace and ornate art, 
which even after innumerable bombardments, 
three determined sieges, and two resolute, 
planned efforts at destruction, ca ae by a con- 
tlagraiion caused by lightning, still attracts the 
wondering admiration of the world, was able to 
breed only a race of thick-skulled, muddle- 
brained, coarse-fibred Ruprechts, Ottos, Iried- 
richs, and Ludwigs, of whom the reader cannot 
off-hand name one, while the bare old walls in 
the Platz below have nurtured,;tentury affer 
pe gt the keenest minds and the best hearts 
of their age. Jerome of Prague was at this 
school 10 years or so after its foundation, and 
was one of its earliest doctors; it was on the 
doorway of the Church of 8t. Peter, here on the 
high ground at the town end of the Aulage, that 
he nailed his screed against Rome over a cent- 
ury before Martin Luther, with such éclat, 
plagiarized the aing at Wittenberg. He was a 
poor scholar, badly lodged, probably worse fed. 
Up on the hill, in the tinest of palaces, lived at 
that same time an Elector, proud, poweriul, a 
great one of the earth. Jerome’s name lives iim- 
perishable beside those of Wycliffe and_ Huss, 
if you want to know the name of the Elector 
you must look in some genealogical table. 

Through such comparisons as these, and the 
train of reflections which they compel here be- 
tween the ruined palace aud the strong flourish- 
ing university, one comes to feel that perhaps 
Heidelberg has come through its five centuries 
with a clear head and a steady hand just because 
it has believed in plain living and high thinking. 
It is still essentially a poor man’s school. ‘he 
fees ure, to our notions, ridiculously low. Living 
is not so cheup now as it was before the war an 
the empire—which is true of all Germany—but [ 
am assured that careful men get on here very 
well with a gross outlay of $350 a year. There 
will not be many luxuries for the money; there 
are not many to be had for either love or money, 
but there will be wholesome, simple diet, lodgings 
about as good as any inapluce where all seein 
to be bad, oceans of beer, tobacco galore, and as 
much learning, particularly'in law and medicine, 
as the brain cun assimilate. 

Rare memories cluster about Heidelberg, that 
ancient town of learning, of intrigue, of plague, 
and of bloodshed! There the ferocious Tilly, 
after a mouth’s bombardment, in 1622, when the 
town had grown and prospered for 300 years, 
turned his followers into the streets to pillage it, 
and there Melac, on the orders of Louis XLV., in 
1688, burned the town after he had captured it, 
and surpassed Tilly iu cruel and barbarous deeds, 
The scenes of the wars of Adolphus and Turenne 
included Heidelberg. Elizabeth, daughter of 
James L., plotted there to be Queen, and her am- 
bition brought ruin to Heidelberg in the Tuirty 
Years’ War. Luther and Calvin preached there, 
and that was the spot whence the Heidelber; 
Confession was uttered, The town was flovude 
in its infancy, in 1278, burned in 1288, and de- 
vastated by plaguein 1348. The town is built 
on a narrow shelf of land between two 
abrupt ranges of woods, and __ vines, 
It lies at the foot of Kdonigsstuhl and 
is separated from the other range only by the 
River Neckar. This location forces the town 
intow compact jumble. The visitor needs to 
keep his imagination active or else the nooks, 
corners, alleys, aud lanes which form the thor- 
oughfares will lead to such perplexity und an- 
noyance of mind as will destroy all seuse of rev- 
erence, if not of enjoyment. There are one or 
two highways winding through the town that 
deserve the name of streets. Elsewhere the 
steep red roofs overlap, andthe houses aredingy 
and cheerless. Every now and then one en- 
counters a door plate bearing in big letters the 
name of some Professor with his titles attached. 
The main street is called High. Parallel with 
it runs Anlage, where there is a promenade un- 
der chestnut trees, and where the residences 
and hotels, although searcely less crowded 
than in the rest of the town, afford a 
certain charm that_approaches the picturesque. 
Heidelberg is called lively, as it is by comparison 
with Carlsruhe and Darmstadt. The students 
are the town's dependence. Their quarters, 
scattered all over, are wretched affairs, untidy 
and cheap. The quarters seem well cnoug 
suited to the men, however, than whom a 
heavier, duller looking crowd it would be hard 
to find. They swagger through the streets, 
parading their scarred faces and porcelain pipes 
and dogs. Short jackets are commonly worn by 
them, and some of them perch jaunty red caps 
on their heads, but their appearance as a class is 
suggestive of much beer and little water. They 
cultivate to a degree that looks absurd to an 
American the European custom of exvessive 
politeness to ‘their acquaintances, and are cor- 
acmeny 4 brusque and dogged to others, 
There are 6V or 70 American or Lnglieh students. 
The neatest thing about Heidelberg is its rallway 
station, which is modern.

“OLEO" MEN WILL PLAY POLITICS. 

LOWELL, Mass., Aug. 2.—Oleomargarine 
is destined to bean issnein the Congressional 
campaign in this district, despite assertions to 
the contrary. Quietness characterizes the work 
of the oleo men, but itis being done neverthe- 
less. A leading produce dealer and politician 


said this afternoon: ‘‘ This talk about the move- 
ment of the oleo mento prevent the re-elec- 
tion of all advocates of artificial butter 
taxation, as likely to react wpon themselves, is 
all poppycock. For every butter producer in 
this district, or any other, that would favor the 
taxation bill there are hundreds of consumers 
that oppose it.” Congressman Allen arrived 
home to-day, and to THE TiMEs’s correspondent 
asserted most emphatically that he proposed to be 
a cundidate for renomidation. He had heard 
the report that efforts were being made by an 
oleomargarine syndicate to defeat his renomina-

MR. SQUIRE STANDS FIRM.

He 
gathered about him Master Workman Litchman 
and Messrs. Stillman, Pike, and Howard, cf Dis- 
trict Assembly No. 30, and went out to talk with 
Mr. Squire. They accomplished nothing. Four 
propositions were submitted to settle the difti- 
culty: First,that Mr. Squire should pay the same 
prices us were paid in other similar establish- 
meuts. Mr. uire said “No.” The second 
propsition was that Mr. Squire’s price list should 
e revised and that a guarantee against a 
strike for six months should be given. Mr. 
Squire said ‘‘No” once more. The third proposi- 
tion was that the whole matter should be lett to 
a board of arbitration, and Mr. Squire said « No” 
again, The Knights then proposed to leave 
the matter to the State Board of Arbi- 
tration recently appointed, and Mr. Squire 
again said ‘No,’ and absolutely refused to 
have anything to do with anybody but his 
former employes, and then only with cach man 
individually. The Executive Board of the 
Knights of Labor say that no boycott will be 
placed on Mr. Squire, but that every member 
of the order throughout the United States will 
be advised to purchase better goods of 
other firms. The committeeis very particular 
to have it understood that no boycott is recom- 
mended. Mr. Hayes left forhome to-night. An 
extra police force has been plaed on the streets 
leading from Cambridge to Boston to protect 
Mr. Squire’s,teamsters from annoyance from the 
locked-out men.

THE REPORTED ACQUISITION 


OF UNION PACIFIO. 
REASONS FOR BELIEVING THAT IT HAS 
OMTAINED CONTROL OF THE OREGON 
NAVIGATION COMPANY. 

Sr. Paurt, Minn., Aug. 2.—Col. Clough, 
counsel for the Northern Pacific, has returned 
from the Pacitic coast, and expresses the opin- 
ion that there is something to the reported salo 
of the Oregon Navigation to the Union Pacific. 
The people of Portland, he said, are also strongly 
of the opinion, and would be pleased to see 
the sale consummated. They realize that the 
road can never maintain its independence 
after the completion of the Northern Pacific’s 
Cascade Division and can only keep its head 


older corporation which can give it through 


They feel as if the whole of 
the Oregon and Easte:n Washington trade will 
be diverted over the mountains to the sound 
country. Itis not only because of the comple- 
tion of the Northern Pacitie’s Cascade Division 
that this feeling exists, but also’on account of 
the much easier access vessels will have in 
reaching Tocoma. 

The failure to hold the annual meeting of the 
Oregon Company is something of an indication 
that a proposed change in the ownership is on 
foot. This meeting was originally set for June 
21, but has not yet been held. It has been post- 
poned several times, aud only Thursday last was 
again postvonse for a period of 10 days. Col. 
Clough thinks this further time. was taken in 
order to complete the sale. so that the new own- 
ers might be represented in the Directory. The 
change of ownership of the Oregon prop- 
erty will not atfect the Northern Pacific. 
The two companirs interchange business 
under a couiruct made in 1881, und 
this contract cannot be abrogated so long as the 
two compames have business to interchange 
with each other. Neither is the contract of such 
nature that the Northern Pavitic will be com- 
pelied to turn over its Portland business to the 
Oregon Company. It can, if it so elects, oust the 
Oregou Ruiiway and Navigation out of all the 
Pacific coast business and send it to Portland 
over its line by way of Tacoma. Work upon the 
Cascade Division is advancing rapidly, und the 
division will be in shape by means of the switch- 
back noross the mountains.

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EAST-BOUND FREIGHTS. 
THE TONNAGE FROM CHICAGO REDUCED 
FOR THE PAST WEEK, 

Cuicaao, Aug. 2.—-The official statement 
of east-bound freight traific carried by the 
seven pool lines from this city forthe past week 
came out yesterday, and comes within less than 
400 tons of the unotficial figures given on 
Sunday. The total shipments of all classes of 
freight, excluding live stock and dressed becf, 


only amounted to 21,644 tons, against 24,465 
tons for the week previous, a decrease of 
2,821 tons. The statement is one of the 
most unsatisfactory ever presented. Instead of a 
decrease a large increase was expected. The 
railroads are pondering how it is that there is so 
smalla movement of east-bound freight from 
this city when at the same time the movement 
of new wheat and oats has been exceedingly 
large. The receipts at St. Louis and 
Toledo have been unusually large during the last 
week, and even Chicago has received a larger 
proportion of business than for some time past. 
But little has been shipped east from Chicago by 
the ruilioad lines, nearly all that comes here go- 
ing east by lake lines. 

The principal reason for this diversion of 
frexght froin Chicago is that the present all-rail 
rates are higher than the business can stand. 
The lake lines make whatever rates are ueces- 
sary to get the business, while the Chicago east- 
bound roads are compelled to adhere to 
taritfrates. The roads from St. Louis and other 
Western points are not as particular about the 
maintenance of rates as the Chicago roads, and 
itis a well established fact that they have been 
cutting rates for those prints. Solong as those 
rouds are not stopped from violating the 
pooling agreement, and the Chicago roads are 
compelled to maintain fall tariff rates, the latter 
will get little business, Either the poolin 
agreement will have to be strictly enforced 
from all points, or a general reduction 
rates will have to be made if 
Chicago roads expect to get a fair proportion of 
the business. Commissioner Blanchard has ex- 
hausted all means in trying to secure a strict 
maintenance of rates, but has been powerless to 
accomplish satisfactory results, because he has 
not been properly backed up by the trunk lines, 
» The Lackawanna, Lehigh Valley,and Nickel 
Plate, it is claimed, have been encouraging the 
cutting of rates for some time, and it is not 
believed that they will now discourage their 
Western connectious from securing business. It 
is ascertained from the best of authority that 
President Benedict, of the Chicago and_ Atlantic, 
has assured Commissioner Blanchard that he 
would maintain tariff rates from Chicago and 
also continue to act in concert with the ae gy a 
ger pool. Evenitthe Atlantic felt inclined to 
cut rates it could easily be held in check 
by the Erie, with which it has resumed its former 
amicable relations. The following statement 
shows the aggregate tonnage excepting live 
stock and dressed beef only for Chicago to 
through and local eo in the East for the 
week ending July 31, 1886, and also the percent- 
ages carried by each road:

ILLINOIS CENTRAL PLANS. 
CuicaGco, Aug. 2.—Articles of incorpora- 
tion for the new northwestern line of the Illi- 
nois Central were filed at Springfield, Il, 
and Madison, Wis. yesterday afternoun. 
The new line will be known as the 


Chicago, Madison and Northern Railway Com- 
pany. It has been the opinion that the Illinois 
Central simply meant to build an independent 
line between Chicago and its main line 
at Freeport with the view of establishing 
a through route to St. Paul by utilizing its lowa 
leased lines north from Dubuque. But it is now 
found that it means to cross its main line at Free- 
port and build right on to Madison, Wis. 

Vhere it will go from Madison has not yet been 
learned. The Illinois Central ofticials say 
they mean to stop at Madison. But it 
is hardly probable that Madison will 
always be its northern terminus, It evidently 
has some further extensions in view, but that 
will probabiy be dependent upon the spirit 
shown toward it by other Wisconsin roads. 

So fur as can be ascertained nothing has yet 
been decided regarding the lease of the Illi- 
nois Central's lowa lines, which expires 
next year. If the [llinois Central means 
to have an independent through line be- 
tween Chicago and St. Paul, it has to 
renew the lease ofits Iowa lines. The Illinois 
Central people say no steps have yet been taken 
regarding the renewal of the lease of the Iowa 
lines and that they are by no means 
certain yet that the leases will be renewed. It 
is quite probable that the construction of the 
new line to Madison has forits object the preven- 
tion of further competition for the lease of the 
Iowa lines by the Northwestern. If the North- 
western keeps on bidding for the Iowa lines, or 
succeeds in getting them, the Illinois Central no 
doubt intends to push its line from Madison 
north through those portions of Wisconsin where 
the Northwestern has now its stronghold. 


NOTES OF VARIOUS INTERESTS. 

The Hamburg Steamship Company has 
been charged with having violated the rules of 
the immigrant railway pool by the other lines 
represented in the pool, and tickets by that line 
are no longer honored by the agents of the pool 
at Castle Garden. In many instances the Ham- 
burg agents have been obliged to refund the 
price of the orders for railway tickets on the 


pool issued by their represeutatives in Europe, 
the Hamburg people hope to induce other lines 
to honor their orders on the pool until the dif- 
ficulty can be settled.

EDMUNDS WRITES A LETTER. 


HE DENIES THAT HE IS OR EVER WAS 


A RAILROAD ATTCLINEY. 

RUTLAND, Vt., Aug. 2.—Seunror Edmunds 
has sent a letter to a personul friend here 
in reference to his connection with rail- 
roads and other corporations. Ho says 
he has always endeavored to hold 
railroads and other corporations to » rigorous 
legislative restraint and keep them within legis 


lative power. Ho tried to force the Union Pa- - 


cific to comply with its duties to the 
United States by amending the Appropriation 
bill so as not to pay any subsidy 
to the road for services performed, 
but to hold on to the money as an offset to the 
interest on the subsidy bonds. He was outvoted, 


but ayear later he succeeded, with Thurman’s 
help, in passimg the Thurman pill. Finding, 
several years ago, that one company was 
not obeying the law in rendering accounts 
and paying money required, he urged the de- 
partments to collect, and in 1884 was the in- 
strument in compelling the Union Pacific to pay 
three-fourths of a million into the Treasury. 
The Judiciary Committee reported an 
adequate and efficient measure for the 
forfeiture of all unearned land = grants 
in a reguiar and just way, but 
could not get it acted upon. He says he struggled 
hard to compel corporate street railways to pay 
taxes, aud suit was brought at his instance und 
nearly $300,000 obtained. He says he has been 
diligent in every way to keep railroads, 
banks, and tlegrepl companies within 
bounds, all of which they knew. He 
denies having had any connection as attoruey 
with any companies save the Vermont Central 
and Southern Pacific, and those on special re- 
tainer to argue cases in the interest of the 


United States. He earned the money paid, ade , 


cision was made, and his connection ceased. 

He has not been counsel in any other land 
grant or subsidy case except one about 10 years 
ago between two Missouri companies concern- 
ing their respective rights, and he did not argue 
the case until assured by the Judge that 
there. was no interest prejudicial to the 
United States, and his services were pnid for 
years ayo. The only other case was several 
years ago in a controversy in New-York between 
two sets of stockholders of Northern Pavifiec. 
These instances are the absolute swum total 
of his connection, as counsel, with any 
railroad corporation, save the Vermont 
Central and one road in Scotland. He has de- 
clined to be counsel in airy case adverse to the 
United States. His oppusition to Senator Beck’s 
resolution did not proceed from any personal 
motive. “He believed it absolutely unconstitu- 
tional and wholly unjust, unless we are to say 


that a Senator slizll pursue no private calling 
whatever. 


WHERE FRANKISH CHIEFS 
BURIED. 
From the London Times. 

Some excavations lately carried out at 
Flonheim, near Worms, have brought to light 
some most interesting specimens of Frankish an- 
tiquity. In and around the old Romano-Gothie 
church Franconian chiefs and nobles had their 
burial places. The new church does not stand 
on exactly the same ground as the old one, and 


80 it was possible to undertake explorations that 
would otherwise have been difficult. In one 
grave a necklace of fine pearls was found 
around the neck of a female skeleton, with 
small gold plates, adorned with filigree work 
inserted as pendauts between each pair 
of pearls.

In an- 
other woman’s grave there were similar orna- 
ments, and also some pieces of glass (unusual in 
Frankish graves) and keys of a form hitherto 
unkuown in Germany. In a man’s grave there 
were found a gold ring of exquisite workman- 
ship, which could have belonged only toa woman, 
a pot of siugular shape, arrows, a shield, a heavy 
jeve. ® sword, a drinking cup, a beautiful 

uckle of gilt bronze, and a piece of a chain of 
twisted wire. 
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AIS NEIGHBORS SUFFERED. 

The Americus (Ga.) Recorder tells of a 
Sumter County darky who performed some- 
thing like a miracle. He had been living on 
credit, expecting to pay his debts with his cot- 
ton crop. It was evident to an inexperienced

FATAL RAILROAD ACCIDENT. 

Crypz, N. Y., Aug. 2.—This morning at 
9:30 a pocket blew out of engine No. 392, of the 
Lyons coal train, when within half ao mile of 
Clyde, on the New-York Central Railroad, and 
forced the hot water, steam, and fire into the 
cab.

SHOT AND FATALLY WOUNDED.

Harrell killed a turkey belonging toa neighbor 
named David Condo. They had some words 
about the fowl and Harrell was asked to pay for

THE OLEOMARGARINE BILL

THE PRESIDENT. 

A MESSAGE TO THE HOUSE SUGGESTING 
ADDITIONAL LEGISLATION TO MAKE 
THE ACT MORE PERFECT. 

WasutncTon, Aug. 2.—The following is the 
President’s message announcing his siguature of the 
Oleomargarine bill: 

To the ILoure of Representatives: 

I have thin day apereven a bill originating in the 
House of Hepresentatives entitled “An Act detinin 
butter, also imposing a tax 
ing the mauufacture, sale, 
exportation of oleomargarine.” 
lation has awakened much interest among 
the people of the country, and earnest argu- 
ment has been addressed to the Executive for the 
pees of influencing his action amg Many 
u opposition have urged its dangerous character, as 
tending to break down the boundaries between the 

roper exercise of legislative power by Federal and 

tate authority; many in favor of the enactment 
have represented that it promised great advantages 
to a large pen ot our population who sadly need 
relief; and those on both sides of the question Whose 
advocacy or opposition is based upon no broader 
foundation than local or personal interest have out- 
numbered all the others. 

This ~ ap its face and in its main features is a rev. 
enue bill, and was first introduced in the House of 
Representatives, where the Constitution declares that 
all bills for raising revenue shall originate. The 
Constitution has invested Congress with a very wide 
epietire discretion both as to ti. necessity of tax. 
ation and the selection of the objects of its burdens. 
And though if the question was prepente to me 
as an original peoveenes I might doubt the 
present need of increased taxation, I deem it my 
duty in this instance to defer to the judgment of the 
legislative branch of the Government, which has 
been so emphatically announced in both houses of 
Congress 7 the passage of this bill. Moreover, 
those who «desire to see removed the weight of taxa- 
tion now pressing upon the people from other direc- 
tions may well be justified in the hope and expecta. 
tion that the selection of an additional subject of 
interna] taxation so well able to bear it will in con- 
sistency be followed by legislation relieving our citi- 
zens from other revenue burdens, rendered by the 
passage of this bill even more than heretofore unnec- 
essary and needlessly oppressive. 

It has been urged as an objection to this measure 

that, while purporting to be legislation for revenue, 
its real purpose is to destroy, by the use of the tax- 
ing power, one industry of our people for the protec- 
tion and benefit of another. If entitled to indulge in 
such a suspicion as a basis of official action in this 
case, and if entirely satistied that the consequences 
indicated would ensue, I should doubtless feel con- 
strained to interpose Executive dissent. But I do 
not feel called upon to interpret the motives of Con. 
| egg otherwise than by the apparent character of 
he bill which has been presented to me, and 
Tam convinced that the taxes which it creates can- 
not possibly mya A the open and —— manu. 
tacture and sale of the thing upon which it is levied. 
If thisarticle has the merit which its friends _— 
for it, and if the people of the land, with full kn®wl- 
edge of its real character, desire to purchase and use 
it, the taxes exacted by this bill will permit a fair 
profit to both manufacturer and seller. If the exist- 
ence of the commodity taxed and the profits of its 
manufacture and sale depend upon disposing of it to 
the people for something else which it deceitfully 
imitates, the entire enterprise is @ fraud and uot an 
industry; and it cannot endure the ex- 
hibition of its real character which will be  ef- 
fected by the inspection, supervision, and stamping 
which this bill directs, the sooner it is destroyed the 
better, in the interest of fair dealing. Such a result 
would not furnish the first instance in the history of 
legislation in which a revenue bill produced a benefit 
which was merely incidental to its main purpose. 
There is certainly no industry better eutitled to the 
incidental advantages which may follow this legisla- 
tiou than our farming and dairy interests; and to 
none of our people should they be less begrudged 
than our farmers and dairymen. The present de- 
pression of their occupations, the hard, steady, and 
often unremunerative toil which such occupations 
exact, and the burdens of taxation which ouragricult- 
urists necessarily bear, entitle them to every legiti- 
mate consideration. Nor should there be opposition to 
the incidental effect of this legislation on the part of 
those who profess to be engaged honestly and fairly 
in the manufacture and sale of a wholesome and 
valuable article of food, which, by its provisions, 
may be ee, taxation. As long as their busl- 
ness is carried on under cover and by false pretenses, 
such inen have bad companions in those whose man- 
ufactures, however vile ana harmful, take their 
place without challenge with the better sort, in a 
common crusade of deceit against the public. But 
if this occupation and its methods are forced into 
the light and all these manufacturers must thus 
either stand upon their inerits or fall, the good and 
bad must soon part company, and the fittest only 
will survive, 

Not the least important incident related to this 
legislation is the defense afforded to the consumer 
against the fraudulent substitution and sale of an 
imitation for a genuine article of food of very general 
household use, Notwithstanding the immense quan- 
tity of the article described in this bill which is sold 
to the people for their consumption as food, and not- 
withstanding theclaim made that its manufacture 
supplies a cheap substitute for butter, I venture to 
say that hardly a pound ever entered a poor man’s 
house under its real name and in its trne character. 
While in its relation to an article of this description 
there should be no Government regulation of what 
the citizen shall eat, it is certainly not a cause of re. 
gret if by legislation of this character he is afforded 
ameans by which he —y, better protect himself 
against imposition in meeting the needs and wants 
of his daily life. 

Having entered upon this legislation, it is mani- 
festly a duty torender it as effectiveas possible in 
the accomplishment of all the goud which should 
legitimately follow in its train, This leads to the 
suggestion thatthe article propose to be taxed 
and the circumstances which subject it thereto 
shonld be clearly aud_ with great distinctness de- 
tined in the statute. It seems to me that this object 
has not been completely attained in the phraseology 
of the second section of the bill, and that question 
may well arise as to the precise condition 
the article to bs taxed must assume in 
order to be regarded as made “in imitation 
or semblance of butter, or when so made, calculated vr 
intended to be soli as butter or for butter." The 
fourteenth and fifteenth sections of the bill, in my 
opinion, are in danger of being construed as an inter- 
ference with the police powers of the States, Not 
being entirely satisfied of the unconstitutionality of 
these provisions, and regarding ew as not being so 
connected and interwoven with the other sections as 
if found invalid to vitiate the entire measure, 
I have determined to commend them to the 
attention. of the House, with a view to 
an immediate amendment of the dill f it 
should be desmed necessary and if it is practicable 
at this late day in the session of Congress. The fact, 
too, that the bill does not take effect by its terms 
until 90 days have elapsed after its approval, thus 
leaving it but one month in operation before the 
next session of Congress, when, if time does not now 
mae the safety and efficiency of the measure may 

6 abuudantly protected by remedial legislative 
action, and the desire to see realized the beneficial 
results which it is expected will immediately follow 
the inanguration of this legislation have had their 
influence in determining my official action.

MORE PENSION BILL VETOES. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 2.—The President to-day 
vetoed four ‘private pension bills. In each of his 
veto messages he cites in brief the material history 
of the case. In the message upon the act granting a 
pension to Rachael Barnes he says: “In 1880 he 
applied for a pension, alleging that while serving in 


Florida in 1840 and 1841 hecontracted diseaso of the 
eyes. He procured considerable evidence in support 
of his claim, but in 1882, and while still endeavoring 
tofurnish further proof, he committed suicide by 
hanging. The inference that his death, thus occa- 
sioned, was the result of despondency and despair 
brought on by his tailure to procure a pension, while 
it adds a sad feature to the case, does not aid in con- 
necting his death with his military service.” He 

uotes from the report of the House Committee on 
Pensions to show that that committee held the same 
view, notwithstanding the fact that the House 
passed the bill. 

In respect to the granting of an increase of pen- 
sion to Duncan Forbes, he says: “I credit this 
claimant with being a good soldier, and I am willing 
to believe that his insistence upon a greater pension 
than thatalready allowed by the Pension Burean, 
under liberal general laws, enacted for the benefit 
of himself and all his comrades, is the result of the 
demoralization = by ill-advised special legis- 
lation on the subject.” 

In respect to the “ bill granting a pension to Mar 

Hageman,” he says: “The application of his 
widow for pension was rejected in 1885 on the 
ground that the fatal disease was not due to military 
service. I am unable to discover how any dilferent 
determination could have been reached. To grant a 
pension in this case would clearly contravene the 

resent policy of the Government and either estab- 
fish precedent which, it followed, wonld allow a 
tment to the widow of every soldier wounded or 
disabled in the war, without regard to the canse of 
death, or would unjustly discriminate in favor of the 
few thus receiving the bounty of the Government 
against many whose cases were equally meritori-

Regarding the act granting a pension to William 

. Weaver, the President says: “ The claim was re- 
jected by the Pension Bureen in July, 1885, upon 
the ground that disease of the eves existed prior to 
evlistinent, and that the evidence failed to show 
that there had existed a pensionable degree of dis- 
ability, since discharge, from diarrhea or rheumatisin. 
It will be observed that this is not the case where 
there was a jack of the technical proof required by 
the Pension Burean, but that its Judgment was 
based upon the merits of the application and affected 
the very foundation of the claim. I think it should 
be sustained; and its correctness is somewhat 
strengthened by the fact that the claiment con- 
tinued in active service for more than a year after 
his alleged sickness, that after filiug his claim he 
mided thereto allegations of additional disabilities, 
and that he made no application tor pension until 
more than 12 years after his discharge.”

A decrepit little old man stood on Broad- 
way down near Trimty Church yesterday trying 
to sell lead penciis, but bad luck attended his en- 
terprise, and finally disheartened he fell back 
from the roadway’s edge and leaned against the 
iron rails that inclose the historic old church- 
yard. Andtheold man cried. His antique hat 
was down over his eyes, and hurrying passers-by 
did not notice his gnef, but he sobbed loud 
enough at last as he edged off of Broadway and 


around into the narrow lane of Rector-street. A 
stock broker’s attention was attracted then, and 
the weeping old man was accosted. He had 
no story to tell, he said, and wauted to go his way 
unquestioned, but Wall-street curiosity is not so 
re t to be waved aside, and the broker in the 
end elicited the tale that he had demanded. It 
was a rather strange story, and it was sad 
enough to make that broker open his purse. 

The poor disconsvulate old fellow was a South- 
erner. He was in the prime of life, a husband 
and a father, when the rebellion broke out, and 
he, in devotion to his State, marched into the 
field for the Confederacy. Before the war was 
over he lay ina prison, and afterward was in a 
hospital for mouths at death's door, The fortunes 
of war had shut off communication with home; 
the village where that home had been was in 
ashes, the site of a battleticld. But as soon as 
ho was free he hurried to his native State 
secking tidings of wife and children. The boy 
and the girl of his househo!d were dead; the 
wife -their mother—a worse fate than death had 
claimed her. She was changed. Those who 
knew the woman told of her coquetry with a man 
of money and position—a man who, though not 
brave enough to weur the blue, had come to the 
South in the Union Army’s van. He was a New- 
Yorker, and finally he had borne the ingrate wife 
away to the North in his company, she avowin 
herself bis wife, her first husband, she insisted, 
having failen on the battletield. 

When the husband heard this story he, too, 
started North. Four years he searched this 
city and this State over. In one particular 
he disbelieved the tale that he had heard 
Sonth; he could not accept as true the ussertion 
that his wife had willingly wronged him; he be- 
lieved that she had really thought him dead; nor 
would he put his faith in the story that aught 
but a sacred marriage ceremony had given ber 
to this second husband. At the end of four 
years his gues was rewarded. And he found 
that tne Southern gossips had spoken truly. 
When he ventured to seek her presence she 
spurned hii. 

This was 15 yearsand more ago—years that 
brought no brightness to the old soldier; that had 
a change of fortune for the misled woman. 
A year ago her rich husband died. She was 
left penniless, cast adrift on the world. Some- 
how the news got to the ears of the husband 
working on a far Southern farm, recognized 
by all as a mental wreck, and he scraped 
together a few dollars and _ hurried to 
this city again. He was still in love with 
the erring wife, anxious to take her back, full 
of faith that if he and she could again ve re- 
united that all would go well, that prosperity 
would attend him, aud that a happy home life 
was certain. He didn’t tind her. She was dead. 
Only a few days ago he learned this. Then his 
aim was to add a few more dollars to his hoarded 
ane and have her coffin taken from this 
ownh’s Potter’s Field to the Carolina neighbor- 
hood where she spent her innocent maidenhood, 
where she was happy ere the glitter of gold came 
totempther. But his pencils wouldn't sell; he 
was heart-broken, despondent, weary of life. 

The stock broker who heard this story hus no 
wife; some men have called him heartless. But 
he acted like a mortal all heart now—he put 
more money in that pyor old-fellow’s hand than 
the selling of lead pencils months on mouths 
would bave produced. And the recipient of this 
largess Was a new mau ina moment; his last 
dream will be realized.

It is reported fram Washington that the 
eopference committee on the River and 
\Harbar bill reached an agreement last night. 
"The clanse relating to the Hennepin Canal 
thas been so amended that it provides fora 
isairvey but appropriates no money.

The House has passed the Senate bill that

The action of the Senate yesterday in deal- 
Gang with the appointments before it was 
painfully characteristic. Unexplained, the 
rejection of DEMENT, unfortunately nomi- 
pated to be Surveyor-General of Utah, 
would have been a creditable act.

There 
maybe a question whether this would 
be worse politics than a record of a solid 
Republican vote in the Senate, with one 
exception, against the confirmation of a 
colored man, and a solid Democratic vote 
in his favor. However that may be, it is 
not possible for the Senate to go lower than 
it did in rejecting a candidate for such a 


Treason. 
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The tone of a minority seport upon the 
Backbone Land Grant bill which has been 
submitted by Senator VAN Wyck indi ates 
that the debate upon that bill will be ex- 
tremely interesting. Mr. Van Wyck tells 
the Senate that the grant was the most im- 
provident and reckless piece of land grant 
legislation known 1n the last twenty-five 
years, an open and brazen fraud, “‘ offering 
the most defiant hostility to honest methods, 
and with no pretense or effort to do anything 
but swindle the United States.” The com- 
pany did nothing beyond issuing bonds, 
trying to cheat the man who printed them, 
and transferring to another company land 
to which it had notitle. The pending bill, 
which is called a bill to declare a for- 
feiture of certain lands, is really, Mr. 
Van Wyck says, a bill to confirm 
patents already issued for the lands and to 
give to the New-Orleans Pacific Company 
800,000 acres more. But the company was 
not able without assistance to get those 
patents. Perhaps Mr. VAN WYCK will show 
what part in the transaction was played by 
Republican Government officers and cer- 
tain wealthy and powerful Democratic poli- 
ticians. Perhaps he will trace the history 
of the Backbone bonds. At all events, Mr. 
TELLER will be able to show what was done 
in the Interior Department. 








The trial of the Anarchists at :Chicago 
continues to furnish arguments in favor of 
the English and American as opposed to the 
Continental method of dealing with sedi- 
tious persons. The rule among the English- 
speaking nations is that seditious talk is 
not to be punished until riotous ac- 
tion results from it. As a result of 
this, Anarchists, when imported to this 
country, talk very freely about what they 
mean todo. When they actually do some- 
thing toward carrying out their plots they 
find that they have been twisting ropes for 
their own necks. The detective who has 
been telling a Boston newspaper of 
SPres’s ingenious plan for ‘‘ removing cap- 
italists” by injecting them with prussic 
acid would not have been likely to hear the 
pleasing scheme propounded in a country 
where seditious speech was punishable. In 
fact most of the testimony given on the trial 
in Chicago, including some of the most con- 
vincing testimony, would not have been 
available if the plot had been hatched in 
France, or Germany, or Russia. 
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The Executive Committee of the County 
Democracy has made a good beginning in 
its work of reorganization by expelling 
MAvrRIceE B. Fiynn. This act is an evidence 
of good faith and honest purposes. 








JUDGE COWING’S CHARGE. 

Judge Cowrna’s charge to the August 
Grand Jury will be extremely disagreeable 
reading to Commissioner SQUIRE and Mav- 
RICE B. Frynn. The Judge’s remarks are 
characterized by an austere and penitentiary 
flavor which, in the case of a public misde- 
meanant like Commissioner SQUIRE, is 
calculated to call up visions of stone 
walls and striped suits. Judge Cow- 
ING has become noted in‘ this communi- 
ty for the earnestness and success of his 
judicial efforts to make public and private 
malefactors uncomfortable. He is known 
as asevere Judge. Many common and vul- 
gar criminals have received memorable sen- 
tences at his hands. And the charge deliv- 
ered by him yesterday shows that he is 
equally disposed to give the rarer and high- 
er grade of criminals, upon conviction, 
ample occasion to remember him. 

Referring directly to the criminal doings 
of the Commissioner of Public Works Judge 
CowInG yesterday addressed the Grand 
Jury as follows: : 

“It is a matter of common repute in the news- 
papers, and it has now also become a matter of 
investigation by the chief executive officer of 
the city, that grave charges are made against a 
certain public official of the city. Itis claimed, 
and the charges are formulated, that from 
corrupt, wicked, and willful motives an 
office has been surrendered and given 
to an individual who is simply nominally 
the officer, while the real officer who has charge 
of the department is a contractor, or one of the 
contractors, with the department. Itis claimed 
in the public prints that the contractor is not 
only the persgn who accepts his own contracts, 
but appoints his own inspectors and makes re- 
movals, so that substantially that department is 
in the hands of a person whose interests are an- 
tagonistic at least to the taxpayers and citizens 
of this city.” 

It is evident that Judge CowrnG has 
made himself thoroughly familiar with the 
nature and extent of Commissioner SQUIRE’S 
misdeeds as set forth in the Mayor’s charges. 
His appreciation of the relations of MAURICE 
B. Friynn to the Department of Public 
Works is just and accurate. In truth, Mr. 
FLynn’s private and corrupt contract with 
SQUIRE made him the master of all other 
contracts given out by the department, and 
it is notorious that he has not failed to avail 
himself to the full of the great advantages 
he thus = acquired. We have already 
taken occasion to show the necessity of a 
criminal proceeding against Commissioner 
SquIrRE. Judge Cow1na’s charge is signifi- 
cant as an indication of his own firm opin- 
ion that such a proceeding should be under- 
taken. It is worth while to remember that 
the outcome of the Mayor’s charges against 
SQUIRE is uncertain. Section 108 of the 
Consolidation act declares that the heads of 
departments, with some specified exceptions, 
may be removed by the Mayor for cause. 
after an opportunity to be heard, “sub- 
ject, however, before such removal 
shall take effect to the approval of the Gov- 
ernor expressed in writing.” The doubtful 
factor in this proceeding, we are sorry to 
say, is the Governor. It is no secret that 
Gov. HILL was warned of the existence of | 
SqurIre’s incriminating letter to FLYNN, 
and of the intention to make it public, some 
time before the charges were preferred by 
the Mayor. It is likewise no secret that the 





use of this letteras a means of unseating 


the Commissioner of Public Works. The 


Governor.is above all a politician, and 
we suppose it seemed to him “bad 
politics” to make use of this explosive ma~ 
terial upon the eve of a political contest in 
which he is supposed to take a deep personal 
interest. No doubt the Governor feels a 
creditable degree of disgust at the corrup- 
tion of which Mr. SquiRE has been shown 
to be guilty. But with him the political con- 
sideration is everdominant. For this reason 
his approval of the Mayor's findings against 
Commissioner SQurRE cannot be counted 
upon. Thisis unfortunate and discourag- 
ing, but it is one of those truths of current 
history and current politics which it is well 
to take into account. 

The urgent need of criminal proceedings 
against Mr. Squire is therefore apparent. 
And considering the character and amount 
of the proof which can be marshaled by the 
prosecution in such a proceeding, a failure 
to use it would beinexcusable. As Judge 
CowiING justly says, the atmosphere of this 
great city is continually tainted with 
charges of corruption. A beginning and 
only a beginning has already been made in 
the work of disinfection in the indict- 
ments of the bribed Aldermen of 1884, 
and of the conviction of one of their 
number. “The extirpation of the foul 
and plundering conspiracies which have 
their centre in the Department of Public 
Works is a task even more necessary to the 
safety and good name of the city. And itis 
a task which seems to us by no means difii- 
cult. Roiitin M. SqurrRE is a weak and 
vulnerable rascal whose exposure is already 
complete, and whose conviction and pun- 
ishment ought to be readily brought about 
upon accessible preofs. Maurice B. 
FLYNN, in spite of his rapid rise, strong 
political affiliations, and large wealth, 
is by no means beyér@l the reach 
of an earnest prosecution. He is, after all, 
only a whipster in the art of public jobbery 
and public robbery. His corrupt schemes 
have struck their roots tolerably deep in the 
Department of Public Works, in the Aque- 
duct Commission, and in the Electric Sub- 
ways Commission. But compare him with 
TWEED, who had his active accomplices at 
the head of nearly every department of the 
City Government and who could com- 
mand a majority of the votes in the 
city almost up to the hour of his 
overthrow.. Beside this great master 
in municipal iniquity Frynwn shrinks to 
the proportions of a petty swindler, whom 
any Police Justice might dispose of as a 
part of his daily routine. The County 
Democracy has already repudiated FLYNN 
by expelling him from its organization. 
Such political support ashe may obtain in 
the days of stress which await him can 
come only from those Democrats in high 
places who have chosen to become his part- 
ners in political and financial conspiracies. 
But even Chairman JOHN O’BRIEN must see 
that the support and defense of FLYNN will 
be costly if not fatal; and we have no idea 
that the Governor would be so foolish as to 
attempt to save FLYNN from the deserved 
consequences of his corrupt acts. 


But why should politics and politicians 
haye anything to do with the course of the 
District Attorney in respect to FLYNN and 
SQUIRE? It is not one of the functions 
of the District Attorney to shield men of 
prominence in his party or his faction when 
they disgrace themselves by criminal acts. 
It is one of his functions, and the most 
important which he has, to undertake the 
prosecution of such persons and to use all 
the powers of his office to secure their con- 
viction. Judge CoWING points the way 
for District Attorney MARTINE and for the 
Grand Jury in these words: : ‘‘I venture 
to say that every person that is found in 
the city acting corruptly or betraying a 
trust should be indicted, and, within thirty 
days, if found guilty, serving a term of im- 
prisonment.” 








THE IMPUDENCH OF KEIFER. 

The Republicans of the Eighth Congres- 
sional District in Ohio will hold a conven- 
tion on the 17th inst., and at that conven- 
tion J. WARREN KEIFER will ask them to 
lift him out of his political grave. He will 
assure them that there is still in him the 
possibility of life, and that acomplete and 
wonderful resuscitation awaits him if they 
will only take him out and shake the earth 
from his garments. It does not seem possi- 
ble that they can be deceived. KEIFER is 
beyond all hope. Not even that most power- 
ful stimulant, a nomination, could revive 
him. 

The impudence of this political corpse 
passes all belief. It wanders through the 
counties of the Eighth District regardless 
of the disgust and discomfort of those with 
whom it comes in contact, and already de- 
clares that a majority of the district’s Re- 
publican voters are willing that it shall 
represent them in Congress. Have those 
voters forgotten KEIFER’srecord? J. WAR- 
REN KEIFER was ROBESON’S Rollin M. 
Squire. He was permitted to become 
Speaker of the House of Representatives, 
and in that office he served his master. A 
career marked by stupidify, nepotism, and 
petty patronage jobbery, closed with the 
unanimous report of a House committee 
that he had basely slandered an honorable 
man. Repeated exposure of his disgraceful 
acts had filled Kerrer with hatred toward 
the press. He sought revenge by assert- 
ing that a veteran correspondent whose 
life was without a stain had ap- 
proached him with a corrupt proposition. 
The accused correspondent could not 
go to the courts for redress, because his ac- 
cuser was protected by his office. But: he 
appealed to a committee of the House over 
which his accuser had presided. After a 
thorough investigation, during which the 
accused won the contempt of the public by 
his course, that committee unanimously re- 
ported that Kerrer’s charges had not been 
sustained. By a unanimous vote it was de- 
clared, in effect, that the charge was a vile 
slander and a falsehood. When that dec- 
laration was ratified. by the House there 
were only two dissenting votes. 

The result was that this man who had 
held the high office of Speaker was repu- 
diated by his constituents. He begged for 
@ renomination and the district wisely 
selected another Representative. The dis- 


obscurity. ee 

Now he strives to emerge from that ob- 
scurity and seems to have found persons in 
his district who are not ashamed to work 
with him and forhim. The honest Repub- 
licans of the Eighth Ohio District should 
not allow their State and the country to be 
disgraced again by this man, They should 
not lift a hand to take a clod from his polit- 
ical grave, but should see to it that he is kept 
buried so deep that there can be no hope of 
resurrection. We do not believe that they 
will fail to do this, To assume that KEIFER 
can be nominated is to assume that the peo- 
ple of his district have neither memories nor 
sense. 


THE CUTTING CASE. 


There is some opportunity just now, on 
both our borders, for the zealous proclaim- 
ing, by those who like it, of the sentiment 
expressed seventy years ago by DECATUR, in 
a toast given at Norfolk: ‘Our country! 
In her intercourse with foreign nations, 
may she always be in the right; but our 
country, right or wrong.” There is very 
little doubt that both by the Canadians and 
the Mexicans our citizens have been rather 
hardly dealt with. At the same time it un- 
fortunately happens that the individual 
cases on which adjudication is asked are 
not all entirely free from blame on the 
part of these citizens. In the case of 
the fishermen, while Canada denies them 
rights of petty trade which they ought to 
enjoy, some of them have been guilty of ig- 
noring or defying her customs regulations. 

On tho other frontier, while Americans 
are sometimes treated by small Mexican Jus- 
tices with a degree of tyranny that they 
properly resent, yet, as to the particular 
case of Mr. CUTTING, he certainly risked ar- 
rest by a course of conduct which even his 
own friends in E] Paso can hardly approve. 
The State Depaxtment has apparently done 
its utmost to secure the general ‘justice and 
protection needed, and the matter has now 
been transferred to Congress for such action 
as it may deem proper. 


Secretary BAYARD’s peremptory demands 
for Mr. CUTTING’s release have been met by 
a claim on the part of Mexico that he was 
held and would be tried under her laws. 
According to the construction put upon 
the case by the State Department 
this claim is untenable, since the 
offense complained of was not com- 
mitted on Mexican soil. The demands 
thus far made, however, have not been of 
the kind which are recognized as effective 
in Mexican diplomacy. Some allowance 
must be made for the slowness of the Mexi- 
cans to believe that we are in earnest. 
Doubtless Congress can readily find means 
to convince the Government of our sister 
republic that Mr. Cutrrne’s release is 
really desired by us and desirable from her 
own point of view. But the ascertainment 
of the rights and wrongs of the affair 
should precede any decisive action. 








THD: YELLOWSTONE PARK. 


Senator PLumg, of Kansas, yesterday made 
what we are forced tocall a characteristic 
speech against the Yellowstone Park. Os- 
tensibly he attacked the management of 
the park only, but upon being plainly asked 
by Senator VresT whether his object was not 
to destroy the park itself, he declined to 
answer the question, but said he was not 
aware that. it was an offense to desire 
to break up the park. In fact he 
proposed that the tract should be put 
under the control of the War Depart- 
ment until Congress could devise some plan 
by which the curiosities that are worth sav- 
ing could be preserved, and the residue of 
the region added to the public domain and 
thrown open to actual settlers. 


Senator PLuMB is strongly in favor of the 
actual settler. When the Oklahoma boomers 
proposed to take possession of part of the 
Indian Territory, in defiance of the treaties 
by which the public faith was pledged to 
the reservation of the Territory for the use 
of the Indians, it is our recollection that 
Senator PLuMB expressed disgust and im- 
patience with the treaties which restrained 
the boomers. He has recently appeared 
as the champion of the actual settler who 
holds land grants obtained by fraud, and 
proposes that, in order to quiet controversy, 
Congress shall confirm the titles obtained 
by fraud as if they had been obtained 
honestly. 

No doubt as civilization approaches near- 
er to the confines of the Yellowstone Park 
that region will become more and more an 
object of envy to actual settlers in Washing- 
ton and elsewhere, who would like to grow 
up with the country without reference to 
the detail of their residence in the country 
with which they propose to grow up. Such 
persons naturally find the reservation of 
8,500 square miles of land which may 
be worth something when divided into 
mining claims, even if it be not very 
valuable for agricultural purposes, an intol- 
erable grievance. The more successful they 
have been in absorbing large shares of the 
public domain, the more desirous they are 
that the public domain available for the 
exercise of their skilled talent shall be in- 
creased. These persons will hail with satis- 
faction Senator PLUMB’s attack on the man- 
agementof the park as an “offensive mo- 
nopoly” which has converted the park into 
‘a park for the rich, because the poor could 
not get into it.” 

We are not concerned to defend the “ of- 
fensive monopoly” which excites the re- 
sentment of the Senator from Kansas. That 
there is any monopoly at all was denied by 
Senator Vest and Senator TELLER. We 
merely point out that the monopoly which 
Senator PLuMB represents as so offensive 
and odious carried its first holders into 
bankruptcy, and. that, if the United 
States does not propose to go into 
the business of keeping Summer hotels 
and running stages on its own account, 
it must intrust that business to somebody. 
It is obviously to the interest of whoever 
holds these privileges so to use them as to 
attract the largest possible number of vis- 
itors to the park. If the lease has been im- 
providently drawn, or if it has been granted 
on easier terms than responsible persons 
were willing to give forit, or if the lessee 
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| fails to fullfil its conditions. all these short- | 


but Senator PLUMB 
to these. 

Itis no doubt true that the park is at 
present a park for the rich rather than for 
the poor. Its eastern boundary is several 
days’ journey from the centre of population. 
This journey costs money, ‘and traveling 


did not address himself 


within the park is more expensive, for ob-’ 


vious reasons, than traveling to it. It is 
impracticable to bring the park within 
reach of the poor of New-York or of Chi- 
cago. A very great majority of the people 
of the United States: are unable, from lack 
of time and money, to visit the park. 
But we do not believe that they resent 
either the reservation for the public use 
and enjoyment of aregion of 3,500 square 
miles, containing some of the most mar- 
velous works of nature on this continent, 
or the annual expenditure of $40,000 for 
itsmaintenance. Thesame argument which 
Senator PLUMB brings against the Yellow- 
stone Park was urged by sundry legis- 
lators of this State against the proposition 
to make a State park of the shore of the 
Niagara River adjoining the cataract. The 
statesmen who made use of it were confi- 
dent that those whom they called “ the 
people,” and whom Senator PLUMB calls 
“the poor,” were & collection of greedy and 
envious creatures, who would oppose the 
preservation of a wonder of nature in such 
@ condition as to secure its full impress- 
iveness, because they personally were 
not likely to see it. The result 
showed that they were , wrong, and 
that “the people” did not grudge the rec- 
lamation of Niagara, although only a 
minority, with more time and money than 
the average voter to spend, could hope to 
enjoy the result. The peopleof the United 
States have heretofore taken the same view 
of the National Park. They have applaud- 
ed the reservation of it.as a wise and far- 
seeing measure, looking to the time when 
population should grow:close to its borders, 
and when it would be impossible to re- 
claim what, while it remained a remote 
wilderness, it was easy enough to reserve. 
It is possible to blunder in politics by tak- 
ing too low as well as by taking too high 
@ view of human nature. Senator PLums 
may deem himself quite:secure from the 
latter error, but it sometimes seems as if he 
were in danger of committing the former. 











THE UNFORTUNATE GALATEA. 

The Sun office cat is not the only animal 
about the editorial rooms of that, waning 
luminary of the newspaper system capable 
of performing extraordinary feats in 
emergencies. Yesterday’s issue of the Sun 
contained an illustrated . dispatch from 
Marblehead concerning the arrival of the 
Galatea. The illustrations may have 
been received by telegraph, but it 
is certain that’ much of the matter of the 
special was received by scissors. The pub- 
lic is informed that the challenger for the 
America’s Cup was heavily ballasted with 
stones previous to her departure for this 
country. The unsuspecting reader may be 
moved to inquire what a yacht with some- 
thing like seventy-two tons of lead on her 
keel would want! with any more ballast, 
and yachtsmen the world over, especially 
English yachtsmen, will shudder-at the men- 
tion of ballasting with stones. 

The origin of the astounding statement 
that the Galatea was heavily ballasted with 
stones is to be found in a cable dispatch 
printed in a New-York morning paper the 
day after she sailed from Southampton, and 
carefully cut out and laid aside by somebody 
in the Sun office. The foreign correspond- 
ent of the paper referred to, dropping into 
metaphor, said that the Galatea sailed heav- 
ily ballasted with stores, but either in the 
transmission or the composing room 
“stores” was rendered *‘stones,” and the use- 
ful but unreasoning correlative of the office 
cat failed to discover the mistake. Hence 
when the cable dispatch was called into req- 
uisition in the Sun office on last Sunday 
night the error was repeated. 

A similar error in another paper also led 


the Sun artist into the mistake of sending 


a ludicrous picture by telegraph to represent 
the Galatea’s appearance when she reached 
Marblehead. Sornebody wrote for this 
other paper that the Galatea was com- 
ing over with a gaff-traysail, mean- 
ing thereby a small mainsail having a 
gaff but no boom, also called a,lug main- 
sail. But unhappily for the Sun, “ gaff- 
traysail” was printed ‘“‘ gaff-topsail,” and as 
@ gaff-topsail is a triangular sail the Galatea 
was pictured by the Sun as arriving at Mar- 
blehead with a rig somewhat like the gable 


,end of an ordinary army tent. 





It is unfortunate that the novel. and 
enormous raft built in Nova Scotia should 
have been hopelessly grounded in launch- 
ing it The device of constructing a sea- 
going raft which could be safely towed 
in any weather without danger of go- 
ing adrift, if it had been successfully 
carried out, would have cheapened and 
facilitated the transportation of tim- 
ber and been of great commercial value. 
It is to be feared that this accident may 
discredit the plan altogether. There is no 
reason why it should. The mistake seems 
to have been in building a larger raft 
than was manageable. Prudence would 
have dictated that the experiment should 
be tried at first on a small scale. A 
raft very much smaller than that which 
has been destroyed, if it had been really 
seaworthy, would have had a great advan- 
tage, economically, over the ordinary 
methods of transportation. The builders of 
the next cigar boat of logs are likely to be 
less ambitious and more successful.

THE NEW-YORK CLUB ON ITS 

ANNUAL CRUISE. 

@0 RENDEZVOUS AT NEW+LONDON TO- 
MORROW—THE YACHTS WHICH WILL 
BE THERE—A NEW CLUB FORMED. 

The annual cruise of the New-York Yacht 
@lub will begin to-morrow, with the rendezvous 
of the squadron off the Pequot House, New- 
London. The rendézvous will take place in the 
afternoon, and will bring together not only the 
largest gathering of sailing yachts, but also 
the greatest number of steam yachts ever 
attracted by a cruise inthis country. Besides 
the New-York yachts, it is expected that 
nearly the entire fleet of the Eastern Yacht Club 
will also participate. The interest in the cruise 
will centre on the performance of the four big 
sloops, all of which are now in first-class racing 
trim. The runs from port to port will be excit- 
ing and in a measure tests of speed, but the most 
important event of the cruise will be the race 
off Newport for the Goelet Cups, which will 
probably take place on Friday or Saturday of 
this week. There is a possibility also of there 
being a race for the big sloops off Marblehead, 

’ $f the cruise extends that far. 

The Priscilla and the Atlantic, which have been 
on the ways, the one at Elm Park, Staten Island, 
the other at Bay Ridge, for several days, prepar- 
ing for the cruise, were lowered into the water 
lastnight and will meet off Whitestone about noon 
to-day for a scrub race down the Sound to New- 
London. The distance is about 100 statute miles. 
Both of these yachts have been greatly benefited 
by the recent changes made in them, and the 
race, wind permitting, will be a close and ex- 


citing event. The Puritan was onthe ways at 
New-Bedford on Saturday, and the Mayflower 
was at Boston. The latter, if she did not leave 
Boston yesterday, will -start to-day for New- 
London. The Puritan will also leave New-Bed- 
ford to-day or this evening. 

Most of the New-York yachts have already 
started for New-London, the only laggards: be- 
sides the two big sloops being the sloops Fann 
and Vixen and the schooners Comet, Haze, an 
Saucer, which were lying off Bay Ridge yester- 
day afternoon.

As stated in the articles of association the ob- 
ects of the club are “to encourage and promote 
the study and knowledge of navigation and sea- 
manship by the members of the club; to encour- 
age and promote the designing, management, ;

stitute from time to time series of careful ex- 
periments for the determining of all questions 
affecting allowances for size, model, or rig, in 
order to-insure a correct measure of comparison 
between yachts for racing purposes, and to main- 
tain a suitable basin and landing place for yachts 
‘on the shore of New-York Bay.” Itis not to be 
exclusively a cutter club; on the contrary sloop 
‘owners will be welcomed. It is proposed also to 
‘create an examining board to consist of three 
persons skilled in navigation and seamanship, 
hot members of the club, but designated by the 
Admiral, which will issue to qualified yacht 
owners masters’ certificate, and such owners will 
jbe entitled to wear a badge, and fly a red star in 
the upper corner of their private signals. No 
member who does not hold a master’s certificate 
‘will be eligible to appointment as Fleet Captain. 
Members holding English yachting masters’ 
certiticates will not be subject to examination 
but all other yacht owning members are ex- 

ed to qualify themselves for examination, 
‘within two years. The signal of theclub is a 
white triangular flag, with a red cross on it and 
swhite stars on the cross, The mottoof the club 
is “‘ Altissimo Pettimus.” The ciub has leased 
the old _Seawanhaka Club house at_ Stapleton, 
Giaten Island. A regatta -may be held during 
the coming Fall.

A OARNIVAL AT CRANFORD. 


BOATING ON THE RAHWAY RIVER—THE 
OPENING REGATTA. 

CRANFORD, N. J., Aug. 2.—By the recent 
erection of a dam across the Rahway River at 
this place a large part of that pretty stream has 
been turned into a clear, smooth lake, shaded on 
both sides by old forest trees and with sufficient 
depth to afford fine boating aud fishing. The 
residents of the town have discovered that they 
have a better Summer pleasure ground at their 
own doors than they can findin a day’s travel, 
and they are making the most of it. Where 
there were formerly only three or four boats on 
the river there are now somewhere between 
‘fifty and a hundred, rustic piers and bridges 
have been built, and every afternoon and even- 
ing the riveris by all means the liveliest part of 
the town.

as his neighbors. A few weeks ago a number of 
the young gentlemen of the “ge organized the 
Cranford River Improvement Association, and 
selected for Commodore the most imposing and 
dignified gentleman who comes out over the 
Central Road every evening, Mr. Charles Leo 
Abry. Mr. H. I. Latimer was chosen Secretary 
and Mr. L. Madden Treasurer. For members of 
the Executive Committee they chose Mr. E. 
Bookhout, Jr., (of the tirm of Bookhout Broth- 
ers,) Mr. H. C. Burnett, Mr. 8. C. Madden, (one 
of the magnates of the Erie Railroad,) Mr. 8S. 
Porcella, (of Vineini & Co.,) and Mr. L: Saphar. 
These gentlemen made arrangements for an 
opening regatta, and last Saturday afternoon 
fully half the town turned out to see the races. 

It was an unfortunate thing that Commodore 
Abry was the first man in Cranford to losea 
race, being ingloriously defeated in the opening 
single scull race by Mr. G. H. Miller, (of Mitch- 
ell, Vance & Co.) The misses’ double scull race 
was won by Virgie and Gracie Marcus in very 
neatstyle.

QuEBEC, Aug. 2.—Advices from Gaspe!

‘Labrador. The commander reports cod fishing: 
At Natash- 
quan, where the steamer came up, the boats only 
averaged 10 draughts. The weather has been bad 
for fishing, and bait has been scarce. Unless a 
very decided improvement ‘takes place in cod 


: fishing before the end of:August great distress; 


will ensue between Natashquan and Bechoran. 
The commander is of the opinion that at least 40° 


families should leave the~- coast: between the 

above mentioned places. The priest of 
Natashquan intends going to Quebec to try and 

make arrangements with the local Government 

for the removal of a number of families. At 
Natashquan and above the danger of distress is 
increased by the determination of the large fish- 
ing firms to discontinue the system of advances. 

‘The salmon fishing has also been poor. The 
Spring was unusually early, and the salmon had 
passed into the rivers before net fishing was be- 
gun. The Winter onthe Labrador coast was a 

mild one, many bays never freezing over. The 
Indians did well apes and are as a general 
thing better off than usual. 

The fishing on the south and west coasts of 
Newfoundland has been poor, all the cod taken 
having been caught in deep water. A very few 
of the Nova Scotian vessels are fitted out for 
Labrador fishing. They have nearly all gone to 
the Grand Banks. The Canadienne called along 
the north coast of Anticosti. The fishing was 
good, though there were fewer boats than usual 
tishing. Almost the whole population of 
Strawberries Cove have removed to the north 
shore, at or about Pentecost. Dr. Wakeman 
says he saw no American vessels on the coast of 
Labrador or at Anticosti. Below Natashquan 
American vessels are allowed to fish by the 
treaty in force. Cod fishing along the coast is

RES SAN 
THE GRAND JURY ASKED TO 
INVESTIGATE HIM. 

JUDGE COWING CALLING ATTENTION 
TO THE CHARGES OF CORRUPTION 
MADE BY THE MAYOR. 

The Grand Jury for the month of August 
was sworn in by Judge Cowing in Part I. of the 
Court of General Sessions yesterday. After the 
usual charge had been made, Judge Cowing ad- 
dressed the jury as follows concerning the 
charges against Commissioner of Public Works 
Squire: 


“TJ think it is my duty to call your separate atten- 
tion toa subject which now seems to be agitating 
the attention of the public. Itis a matter of com- 
mon repute in the newspapers, and it has now also 
become a matter of investigation by the chief execu- 
tive officer of the city, that grave charges are made 
against a certain public official of the city. It is 
claimed, and the charges are formulated, that 
from corrupt, wicked, and willful mo- 

an office has been surrendered 
and given toan individual who is simply nominally 
the olifcer, while the real officer who has charge of 
the department isa contractor or one of the con- 
tractors rpg: business with the department. It 
is claimed in the public prints that.the contractor is 
notonly the person who accepts his own contracts, 
but appoints his own inspectors and makes remov- 
als, so that substantially that department isin the 
hands of a person whose interests are antagonistic 
at least to the taxpayers and citizens of this city.

HOCKING VALLEY TROUBLES. 

PITTSBURG, Aug. 2.—William Green, a 
prominent and active member of the Columbus 
and Hocking Valley Railroad and Coal Company, 
with a number of friends, passed through the 
city last: night in a special car en route for At-: 
lantic City. In a conversation with a reporter 
concerning the anticipation of renewed troubles 
among the Hocking Valley miners Mr. Green 


said: ‘A number of our miners are strongly 
opposing the introduction of coal-cutting ma- 
chines in our mines. Many people predict that 
this opposition will develop into violence and: 
open riot worse than the outbreak of about 
two years ago. Notwithstanding this we mean 
to put our machines into operation, even though 
shot and shell be needed to do it. We have a 
Governor now who will fearlessly protect the 
rights of property.

We have equipped 
seven or eight of our mines with machines,” con- 
tinued the gentleman, *“‘but at present they are 
all standing idle.”

RAILROAD AOOIDENTS.

PRECAUTIONS AGAINST SPECULATIVE 
SUITS FOR DAMAGES. 

GOSHEN, N. Y., Aug. 2.—There has grown 
up of late years along the lines of the Erie, the 
Ontario and Western, and perhaps other roads a 
class of lawyers that makes a specialty of prose- 
cuting claims against the companies for damages 
for loss of life or injuries to the person by acci- 
dents to passengers or employes. These cases 
are frequently taken hold of “on spec,” as 
it is termed, that is to say, under a contract 
between attorney and claimant by which the 
former agrees to contribute his professional 
services and the moneys needed for cur- 
rent costs and expenses in carrying the 
case to final judgment in the _ courts, 
when, if the suit is unsuccessful, the attorney 
loses his investment; if successful in securing a 
money award of damages, the sum so recovered 
is divided, share and share alike, between law- 
yerand client. The claimant in these cases is 
usually impecunious, and he welcomes a chance 
that costs him nothing in the lottery of litiga- 
tion. The lawyer counts largely ,upon the 
susceptibility of the average juryman to 
a@ moving appeal for redress of injuries 
inflicted by a ‘soulless corporation,” 
and figures that if he wins a round 
verdict of $5,000 or so in one case out of five, he 
is a handsome gainer by the speculation. A 
glance at the court calendars of any county 
in the southern tier will show a surprising num- 
ber of cases of the character indicated, in which 
the Erie, the Ontario and Western, and other 
local roads tome as defendants. The railroad 
companies allege that most of these speculative 
suits have ‘no intrinsic fmerit whatever, and 
that the plaintiffs rely on fabricated testimony, 
and an unreasonable prejudice against corporate 
bodies in the jury box for winning a verdict in 
damages. 

For the purpose of giving better protection to 
the company’s interests in cases where litigation 
might arise the General Manager of the Erie 
Road has just issued an order governing the con- 
duct of employes in noting and reporting acci- 
dents on the line. The order directs that a list 
of the injured, witha description of the injuries 
in each case, and statements of passengers and 
of fellow-employes, and especially of eye wit- 
nesses not connected with the road, shall bo 
made up and returned to the main office. De- 
tails connected with the wrecked cars or de- 
fective appliances must be carefully noted. The 
avowed purpose of the order is to secure reliable 
testimony in combating speculative litigation. 
Rules of a like character have for some time 
“been in force on other roads.

TOO LATE. 


TO A RAILROAD MAN’S SUICIDE. 

HARTFORD, Aug. 2.—T'wo reasons are as- 
signed for the suicide of Station Agent Dickinson 
at Deep River. He has had many unhappy mo- 
ments since, two years ago, he married a pretty 
blonde, Mattie Croft, a Swede, who had lived in 
Deep River from early childhood. His young 
wife was not at fault. His own family had made 
it very unpleasant in the village for him because 


of their dislike for her. The couple were socially 
ostracized in many quarters, and so bitter was 
the feeling that it is reported when one of the 
Dickinsons was told of the suicide of ber rela- 
tive she replied: ‘‘ Well, I’m glad of it.” This 
ostracism made Dickinson very despondent at 
times, especially when he thought of his young 
wife, whose parents are dead and who had few 
friends. He was also in financial straits. His 
pay was but $40 per month, and he was in 
arrears in his accounts as station agent nearly 
$200. The railroad officials had pressed him for 
a settlement, and an accountant was to go to 
Deep River at 8 o’clock Saturday morning to re- 
ceive the money and finally settle the accounts. 
Dickinson was to close his connection with the 
road that day. 

George French, a relative at Ivoryton, had 
agreed to lend himthe money andtobring it 
— to Deep River by the train arriving at 6:40. 
Dickinson anxiously awaited the train. It 
came, but French was not on board and had 
sent him no message. The accountant from the 
company’s office was due within a little over an 
hour. Dickinson waited no longer, but hanged 
himself in the freight room. At 8:30 Mr. 
French arrived from [voryton with the roll of 
bills in his pocket. His horse was foaming, for 
he bad driven at arapid gait. He could see 
nothing of Dickinson around the station and set 
out in search of him. Fifteen minutes later some

KILLED BY HIS COUNTRYMEN: 


A HUNGARIAN FOUND MURDERED . IN’ 

CHAMBERSBURG, N. J. 
' Trenton, N. J., Aug. 2.—An inquest was. 
‘begun.at the Court House in this city to-day 
upon the body of Julius Koroskeny, a Hunga- 
rian, who was murdered last night in Cass- 
street, Chambersburg, by one or more of his 
fellow-countrymen. He was 30 years of age, 
unmarried, a wire drawer in Roebling’s mill, 
and, from all accounts, a sober, peaceable, and 
industrious man. He lived in a Hungarian 
boarding house in Cass-street, between which 
and another Hungarian boarding house imme- 
diately adjoinin there was rivalry of some sort, 
The inmates of both houses fought at midnight, 
and when the police arrived they discovered 
Koroskeny lying in the middle of the street, with 
numerous stab wounds on his person. He died 
in a few minutes. Near where he lay was a 
knife, such as butchers use, covered with blood. 
Koroskeny was wounded inthe head and temple 
and in the sides. The knife had been plunged in 
several places between his ribs, and his left lung 
was pierced. 

A dozen Hungarians were arrested. Two of 
them, John Schneider and Joseph Saltese, had on 
shirts that were heavily stained with blood. 
Schneider’s vest had been partly torn off, and a 
fragment of it was found at the scene of the 
affray. There were no eye witnesses of the affray 
except Hungarians, and from them no particulars 
could be secured. They pretend that they can- 
not speak English, and an interpreter has been 
secured to examine them. The day was oc- 
cupied in getting jurors, viewing the body, and 
hearing the witnesses who were first upon the 
scene after Koroskeny’s death. The Hungarians 
will be put on the stand to-morrow. The crime 
has startled the community as nothing else has, 
in years.

MAYOR HARRISON TELLS ABOUT 

HIS ORDERS TO THE POLICE. 

INGENIOUS LINE OF COUNSEL FOR THE 
‘(PRISONERS IN REGARD TO THE 
THROWING OF THE BOMB. 

CuicaGco, Aug. 2.—The effort to obtain 
admittance to the court room where the An- 
archists are on*trial was greater to-day than 
ever before, owing to the fact that the defense 
was to begin the presentation of its testimony, 
and an intimation also that Mayor Harrison was 
to go upon the stand to explain why he had per- 
mitted the assemblages of the Anarchists. 
Mayor Harrison was examined by Capt. Black. 
He said he knew Spies and Parsons personally. 
He was present at the Haymarket on the 
night of the tragedy. When asked why he was 
present at the Haymarket Mr. Harrison said: 
“On Monday, May 3, a riot occurred near Mc- 
Cormick’s Reaper Works. There were some win- 
dows broken and some shooting. On theevening 
of that day my attention was called to a circular 
calling a meeting at the Haymarket on Tuesday 
night, which was framed in a peculiar manner. 
[The witness had reference to the “ revenge cir- 
cular.”] Mayor Harrison said he immediately 
called his Police Captains together and gave gen- 
eral instructions that if anything occurred at the 
meeting which would have a tendency to 
@ renewal of the scenes at McCormick’s the 


crowd should be dispersed. He went to the 
Haywarket-in person to give absolute orders 
rovided he found the occasion warranted it. 

e heard only a few of the remarks made by 
Spies. He heard a portion of Parsons’s speech. 

ayor Harrison said he thought from the 
‘tenor of Spies’s speech that it was leading 
up toa point that would compel him to interfere 
with the meeting. When Spies noticed the wit- 
ness his tone @#ppeared to change somewhat, and 
his later remarks seemed tame. The witness 
said of Parsons’s speech that that portion which 
he had heard was a violent political harangue 
against capital. The portions of Spies’s speech 
which attracted his attention as incendiary were 
his queries as to why the police had been assem- 
bled, why the militia had been called to their 
armories, and why the Gatling guns had been 
shotted. He could not remember the exact 
words. When these queries were applied and 
the declaration was made that they were in- 
tended to overawe workingmen, there were 
cries of “ Kill them! hang them!” 

Capt. Black asked the witness what he said to 
Inspector Bonfield when he was at the police 
station. 

Mayor Harrison said he told Inspector Bonfield 
that he thought that the speaking was about to 
close and that there would be notrouble. He 
advised that he should disperse the reserve 
forces of police held at the various stations. 
When he leit the police station the Inspector was 
given discretionary powers as to the dispersal of 
the meeting or to = — other disturbances. 
The Mayor said he had made up his mind to pre- 
vent a recurrence of the scenes at McCormick’s if 
it was in his power to do so. 

Martin Simonson, a traveling salesman, was at 
the Haymarket meeting. The witness heard a 
portion of Spies’s speech and all of Parsons’s 
and Fielden’s speeches. His version ot Spies’s 
speech did not materially differ from the short- 
hand reports ofit. In Parsons’s speech he heard 
him say ‘“‘To arms!” He heard persons in the 
crowd cry “‘ Shoot Gould !” Parsons said, in repiy 
to this, that it was not individuals they wanted 
to kill, but to overturn systems. He said Fiel- 
den spoke very loud. He said there was no use 
of the people attempting to do anything by 
legislation. About this time the witness saw the 
police approaching. He heard some one warn 
the crowd to disperse. The bomb exploded 
within a second or two afterward. The witness 
did not hear any one exclaim: ‘‘ Here come the 
police bloodhounds.” The witness saw the bomb 
thrown. The man who threw the bomb was 
standing behind some boxes near the sidewalk, 
about 20 feet south of the alley. Immediately 
after the explosion of the bomb there was pistol 
tiring. The firing came from the police tirst 
after the explosion. : 

At this point the defense commenced the in- 
troduction of a long line of witnesses to corrob- 
orate the entirely new theory in regard to the 
throwing of the bomb, It was sought tobe 
shown:that the deadly missile came not from 
near the speakers’ wagon into the ranks of the 
police, but arose noe 30 feet south of the 
wagon,and hurled through the air in a north- 
westerly direction, and therefore in a manner 
toward the speakers’ wagon. 

John Ferguson, janitor of the building at Clin- 
‘ton and Washington streets, said that on the 
night of May 4 he noticed acrowdin Desplaines- 
street and went toward it. Spies was speaking 
of the McCormick riot. The witness saw noth- 
ing of an inflammatory character in Spies’s lan- 
guage. Parsons speech was described as 
consistin of references to labor _ sta- 
tistics, cidentally, the witness said, Parsons 
denounced trades unions, saying they were not 
onthe right track. There were no responses 
from the crowd except the exclamation, “‘ Hang 
Jay Gould.” He saw the police “rush out” of 
a side street and “ whirl down.’ They were 
coming very rapidly. One of the officers re- 
pene y ordered the police to hurry up. Sud- 

enly there was a report, and he saw the flashes 
of pistols. *‘ Where were the flashes?’ inter- 
jected one of the attorneys for the defense. 
“They were all in the middle of the street south 
of Randolph,” replied the witness. 

“ Did you see any flashes on either side of the 
strect where the crowd stood ?” 

* No, Sir.” 

This point was much dwelt upon by the de- 
fendants’ lawyers in the examination of sub- 
sequent witnesses. They invariably testified 
that the firing came from the centre of the 
street, the position occupied by the police, and 
that so far as could be judged no shots were re- 
turned from the crowds of citizens. 

The next witness was Ludwig Zeller, Secretary 
of the Central Labor Union. On the night of May 

he was at No. 54 West Lake-street until 
10:15. He went tothe Haymarket and took up 
a position a few steps south of the lamp, facin 
the wagons. He saw alight arise from a poin 
10 or 12 feet south and fall in-the miast of the 
police. The course of the bomb was in a north- 
westerly direction. After the explosion of the 
bomb witness ran south. He saw no citizens 
shooting, but many falling. 

On cross-examination the witness stated that 
he once belonged to the South Side Group of the 
Tnternationalists, but ceased to be a member 
last December. ; 

Carl Richter, an intellectual looking German, 
who is at 
trade but has been an actor in a German theatre, 
was at the Haymarket. He stood at the first 
alley north of Randolph-street, leaning against 
the lamp post. Neither Spies nor Schwab en- 
tered the alley previous to the opening of the 
meeting. The meeting throughout was of an or- 
derly character. Parsons, the witness said, 
wanted no one killed. The system should be 
kill not any person.

THE ACTORS BEAT THEM 


4 VICTORY OF THE STAGE 
OVER THE BAR. 
SUDGE M’ADAM BRINGING LEGAL LORE 
TO BEAR UPON A REMARKABLE 
GAME OF BASEBALL. 


A large collection of small boys and a 
f#mall collection of men and women perched 
apon the Casino grand stand at St. George, 
Staten Island, yesterday afternoon, and during 
three broiling hours gazed upon a scene present- 
edupon the greensward beneath them and called 
by some a burlesque, by others a blood-curdling 
tragedy. There was no curtain. If there had 
been one it would have risen at 4 o’clock upon a 
verdant stretch of ground marked, as if for 
mathematical illustration, with triangles in chalk 
of both the isosceles and equilateral descriptions. 
To the right were nine gentlemen, attired in 
those glaring primary colors which the French 
dressmaker called immoral; to the left were nine 
more gentlemen, equally gorgeously clad, but 
wearing their colors with less ostentatious ease, 
end glancing at their bare arms as though they 
were afraid of sunburn, The first nine were 
actors, according to some little printed slips that 
were circulated; the second nine were lawyers, 
whose reputations are stillin an embryo state. 
They were there for the benefit of Edward L. 
Connell, the baritone, who is ill. 

Among the theatrical men were Will S. Rising, 
formerly of **The Little Tycoon’ company; J. 
Quinn, who boasted some connection with the 
Fourteenth-Street Theatre when Bartley Camp- 
bell was its lessee; P. MacFarland, of Tony 
Pastor’s; Robert Hilliard, the beautiful Brook- 
lyn beau-actor; J. H. Collier, and J. H. Mack. 
Francis Wilson and De Wolf Hopper were ex- 
pected, but they came not. Among the little 
lawyers were I. N. Falk, L. H. Leveen, P. G. 
Becker, J. A. Tyng, 8. Moulton, and H. A. McLean. 
The sensational feature of the 18 was Robert 
Hilliard, who intercepted the glances of the fair 
sex and kept them riveted upon himself. Mr. 
Hilliard’s arms, neck, and face were either 
stained with a copper-colored dye or he had been 
subjected to tropical suns from infancy. His 
massive figure was tightly incased in ultra- 


marine tights, over which was an infinitesimal 
blue velvet tunic. A cerulean skullcap was fit- 
ted upon his head. Will S, Rising was less vari- 
colored, but his attire was equally faultless. A 
few of the lawyers shone resplendent in red; 
others—they were very few—wore spotless white, 
indicative, it was said, of the purity of their in- 
tentions. 

Soon after 4 o’clock, while the audience still 
gazed upon the pretty tableau, a shout arose, 
and from the small door alittle gentleman ina 
black suit and a tall gray hat entered. This was 
Chief-Justice David McAdam, of the City Court 
and the Thirteen Club. The Judge glanced at 
the legs, arms, and tights before him and bowed 
as though emotion choked his utterance. Bat 
le soon found words. 

“T am glad to be umpire,” he said, “though 
I’ve never seena professional game in my life. 
But, gentlemen, I’ve been up all night reading 
the rules. I'll do my duty unflinchingly.” 

The actors sent upafat little shout of ap- 
proval; the lawyers testiiied their sense of ap- 
preciation by some sleek hurrahs. Ex-Judge 
Angelthen entered and tooka chair near to 
where the footlights would have been. He had 
a pencil and a rolled card in his hand. The card 
looked like a kindergarten symbol for learning 
the alphabet.

Then the real business of the burlesque or 
tragedy began. Will 8. Rising seized a bat and 
stood in a statuesque attitude, awaiting devel- 
opments. The other actors stood by him. Rob- 
ert Hilliard lay in an esthetic position on the 
award like one of the “ twenty love-sick maidens, 
we.” The lawyers assumed aggressive postures. 
I. N. Falk, it appears, played the réle of left 
neld, J. A. Fisher was called catch, C. M. Smith 
becaine known as a short stop, and opposite the 
names of 8S. Moulton and H. T. Walden, the alge- 
braical terms 3b and 2b were placed. J. A.Tyng 
posed as a pitcher, though he had been heard to 
decline three invitations to quaff. 

At4:15 o’clock Mr. Tyng threw a ball at Mr. 
Rising, who held a bat and who called out 
“Strike” and ‘put his bat tothe ground. Then 
Mr. Tyng threw another ball, to which Mr. 
Rising again called “Strike.” The third ball al- 
most hit Judge McAdam in theeye. But the 
little gentleman dodged it very successfully, 
though he was evidently so incensed at the de- 
liberate aim to which he had been subjected that 
he called out “Foul ball.” Mr. Tyng then 
threw two balls at Mr. Rising, who apparently 
wanted to see if he could hit them with his bat. 
It was impossible. ‘“ What’s that?’ he asked the 
Judge. 

The Judge consulted with a little man in 
brown. “Two balls,” he answered promptly, 
pirouetting around. 

* Rising,” shouted a lawyer, “ you’ve had two 
strikes, a foul, and two balls. Remember.” 

Far from being satisfied with this plethora of 
good things, Mr. Rising received another ball 
trom Mr. “Tyng, called “Strike” for the third 
time, and was unanimously declared to be 
“out.” The actor retired with a very bad grace 
and the swarthy Mr. Hilliard took the bat. Mr. 
Hilliard looked very graceful and knewit. The 
copper muscles on his arms stood out like apple 
dumplings. The fair sex glanced at them ap- 
aot bs, ie Mr. Hilliard got less than Mr. Rising, 

ut he looked better pleased than did that gen- 
tleman, and the audience applauded. He de- 
clined to receive more than one ball. When that 
came he hit it, and then ran away for dear life. 
The lawyers called out “ second-base hit,” and no 
sooner had they uttered the words than Mr. Hill- 
lard fell, groveling in the grass. 

“Out” called a lawyer triumphantly, while 
Mr. Hilliard rubbed his infinitesimal tunic. 

“ I—I--I don’t think he’s out,” faltered Judge 
McAdam, strangely and inexpressibly moved. 

“Yes, he is,” chorused the others. And he 
must have been. 

** [appoint you referee,” said Judge McAdam 
to Lawyer Chisholm. ‘“ Take testimony and de- 
cide the case according to section 410 of the 
Consolidated act.”

The actors in the meantime 
planted their hands on their knees and looked 
eagerly before them. Mr. Hilliard stood at the 
rightside of the field, which‘he probably selected 
because there was very little todo there. Not a 
solitary ball went in his direction, and he might 
have enjoyed that nap for which he seemed so 
anxious without the least disturbance. 

Actors and lawyers took it in turns with the 
bat seven times. At the end of the sixth Rising 
had obtained 1 run, Hilliard 1 run, Quiun 
2 runs, McFarlane 2 runs, and Mack 1 
run. The actors at the bat made nothing at 
all, while a simiiar disaster befell the lawyers 
once. Atthe end of the sixth turn Judge Mc-

PROGRESS OF THE WAR BETWEEN THE 

KNIGHTS AND THE PROGRESSIVES. 

District Assembly No. 49 has not yet 
made good its agreement to fill the cigar factories 
vacated by Progressives with Knights of Labor. 
The manufacturers and the Knights Board of 
Arbitration held a secret meeting yesterday at 
Lennox Hall, in East Seventy-second-street. 
The manufacturers asked the Arbitration Com- 
mittee if it could not bring cigarmakers from out 
of town to take the places ofthe strikers, but 
the latter replied that it would not do so 


under any circumstances. The —— and 
manufacturers complained that many Progress- 
ive cigarmakers were being intimidated by their 
union leaders from giving up their union 
books and joining the Knights, and declared that 
if this practice was not stopped they would ask 
for the interference of the police. The Knights 
claimed that the Progressives have struck and 
want to amalgamate with the, Internationals out 
of a feeling of spite against the Knights, be- 
cause the latter forbade them from taking the 
places of the International strikers in Buffalo 
some time ago. It is understood thatthe manu- 
facturers have resolved to give the Knighisa 
reasonable time to fill their shops with .cigar- 
makers, 

The amalgamation of the International and 
Progressive Unions will be completed, it is said, 
in about ten days, or as soon as the various In- 
ternational Unions throughout the country shall 
have voted upon the subject. The results will 
be telegraphed to this city. There are about 
25,000 International cigarmakers in the United 
States, andan assessment of 10 per cent. on 
their wages would net the Progressives fully 
$30,000 a week. On Wednesday evening the 
Internationals and Progressives will hold a 
trades’ union mass meeting and discuss the at- 
tack of the Knights upon the unions, 

At the cigar factory of Bondy & Lederer, in 
East Seventy-eighth-street, yesterday, the Su- 
perintendent read to the men the decision of the 
Manufacturers’ Association that only Knights of 
Labor would be employed there. The opera- 
tives, to the number of 500, left the place and 
held a meeting. They resolved to stand by their 
union. At the shop of Frey Brothers 130 out of 
180 men struck work as soon as they were in- 
formed that that was to be a Knights of Labor 
shop. 

The Internationals employed by Foster, Hil- 
son & Co. met yesterday and adopted resolutions 
condemning the action of District Assembly No. 
49, pledging sympathy and support to the Pro- 
gressives, and asking the International Union of 
New-York and vicinity to assist in bringing about 
a speedy amalgamation of the two unions. 

The New-York District of the Cigarmakers’ In- 
ternational Union met last evening at No. 52 
Stauton-street and decided to levy an assessment 
of 10 per cent.on the wages of International cigar 
makers in this city on Saturday for the relief of 
the Progressive strikers. The pickets of the In- 
ternationals and Progressives reported that the 
conference of the manufacturers and Knights 
had broken up in a row, and that several man- 
ufacturers had denounced the Knights for under- 
taking a job that they could not perform. It is 
expected that several of the manufacturers will 
break away from the Knights to-day or to-mor- 
row.

TO RACE AT LAST. 


COURTNEY AND HANLAN LIKELY TO 
ROW ON JAMAICA BAY. 

There seems to be a fair prospect that 
Hanlan and Courtney will quit talking and row 
in Jamaica Bay some time during this month. 
They had a pretty sharp contest on paper last 
year when it was proposed to have them meet 
in double-scull races, Hanlan mating with 
Gaudaur and Courtney with Hamm. Ne- 
gotiations to that end falling through 
it was proposed to renew them this 
year. After some skirmishing Hanlan flatly an- 
nounced that he wouldn’t row a double against 
Courtney under any circumstances, but that he 
would meet him single anywhere at any time for 
a good purse. C. T. Brockway, Courtney’s man- 
ager, telegraphed this decision to Courtney, 
who replied last Friday, authorizing him 
to arrange a race, provided it could be 
rowed under Mr. Brockway’s management, 
Courtney said that he wanted a fair race and 
nothing else, and could feel sure of it only if he 
had his own friends in charge. Then President 
Oakley, of the New-York, Woodhaven and Rock- 
away Road, and who had been in communication 
with Hanlan, undertook to get Hanlan to come 
here to clése arrangements. The Canadian said 
that he was willing to close them, but that Brock 
way would have to see himat Worcester, as he 
could not leave there. Accordingly Mr. Brockway 
went to Worcester last evening. President Oak- 
ley expects to get word to-day that Hanlan and 
Brockway have signed an aggpement. It is un- 
derstood that a purse of $3, will be raised, 
that amount having been virtually pledged if the 
men meet, but not a cent of it to be paid to either 
unless there shall be an actual race. 

In anticipation of a meeting a course has been 
selected from the Seaside House at Rockaway 
Beach around stakeboats one and a half miles 
out in Jamaica Bay and return. Saturday, Aug. 
21, has been named as the day for the race, and 
that probably will be the day, should the papers 
be signed, unless Hanlan’s engagements may 
necessitate a change. Should the men agree to 
meet separate quarters will be provided for 
them. Courtney has sent word that he may be 
expected at the scene of the race within a few 
days after the signing of the papers.

IN AND ABOUT THE CITY 


AN OLD CONDUCTOR GONE. 
DEATH IN AN INSANE ASYLUM OF AMOS 
J. HERKINS. 

Atthe Grand Central Station yesterday 
nearly every one connected with the New-Haven 
Road thought of Amos J. Herkins, of whose 
death at the insane asylum at Amityville they 
had just heard. In the Superintendent’s office, 
in the conductors’ room, among the ticket takers 
and the brakemen, and outin the car yard men 
talked of him with affection and pity. The out- 
bound trains, especially the afternoon ones, 
carried many passengers who knew him and who 


spoke regretfully of his death and recalled many 
things he used to do and say to make travel 
pleasant up along theline. __ 

He was one of the best-natured and most pop- 
ular conductors that ever took a train out of the 
Grand Central Station. His quick wit, an ex- 
haustless fund of stories, on which he could draw 
to suit any occasion, and a disposition about as 
well balanced as could be, made him a most en- 
irene companion and bred a certain familiarity 
with him on the part of passengers that time 
never staled. He was commonly addressed as 
Amos by those who go up the road every day, 
and the passengers had a way of hauling him all 
over a car to ask him an absurd question,a prank 
which was none the less ludicrous because 
of his stumpy, stout figure aud the thorough 
good humor with which he stood it. Yet he did 
not neglect his business. His trains were run 
strictly on orders and he never had an accident. 
The men who traveled with him knew he was 
careful and, liking the rare combination of cau- 
tion and geniality. they frequently testified to 
their appreciation of it in a substantial manner, 
For several years the popular conductor wore a 
splendid gold watch and chain the commuters 
had presented to him. 

Mr. Herkins began to work for the road in 
1858. J. H. Franklin, now station master at 
the Grand Central, was at that time in charge of 
a gravel train running from Norwalk to Mount 
Vernon. He went to New-Haven one mornin 
in the Spring to pick out a gang of men, an 
Herkins, then a strapping boy, was among them. 
They were all put in a gravel pit with shovels. 
As Herkins was a Scotchman he made a poor 
showing alongside the Irish shovelers. Con- 
ductor Franklin watched him a while, and, say- 
ing that he handled a shovel as‘a hog would a 
goose-quill, decided to transfer the lad’s talents to 
the brakes. He became a first-class brakeman, and 
in the Fall, when Franklin took charge of the 
Bridgeport freight train, he took Herkins with 
him. Herkins went into the army for two years, 
but after that he succeeded Franklin to the top 
grade of conductorships, beginning with the 
Bridgeport freight. He had the owl train to 
Boston, and then the 3 o’clock train for several 
years.

Franklin and said he wanted to get back on the 
road; that whenever: he saw a railroad train he 
became lonesome, and that he would stand and 
watch it out of sight, wishing he was on board of 
it. Business might offer more money to him, but 
it couldn’t ease his mind, he pleaded, and so he 
was willing to take the humblesit position on a 
train. He offered to sell out his business when- 
ever a place was ready for him. 

Four days after this talk his mind gave way 
andhe had to be put in theasylum. When 
friends called on him he was perfectly rational, 
except that he thought there was a conspiracy 
torob him.

DENOUNCING CREMATION. 
A DECREE FROM ROME—THE FEAST OF 
ST. ALPHONSUS. 

A decree of the Sacred Tribunal of the 
Holy Roman and Universal Inquisition, under 
date May 19, 1886, now first made public, de- 
clares it illicit to Catholics to become members 
of societies having as their object the cremation 
of human bodies, and when the said societies are 
affiliated to the sect of Freemasonry they fall 
under the excommunication reserved to the 
Pope. The decree further inhibits the faithful 
from in anywise participating in or promoting 
the act of cremation, whether in leaving direc- 
tions to that effect or in a f other ben & The 
Holy Father, iu confirming and sanctioning this 
decision of the Holy Office, has ordained com- 
munication of the same to the entire hierarchy 
of Christendom, in order that they may errnestly 
endeavor to deter the faithful from following 
into the abominable abuse of cremating human 
remains. 

Yesterday was the feast of St. Alphonsus 
Liguori, Doctor of the Church Catholic and 
founder of the congregation of the Most Holy 
Redeemer, and appropriate services were held 
in the Church of St. Alphonsus and the Church 
of the Most Holy Redeemer. 

The grand cross of the order of the Holy 
Sepulchre at Jerusalem has been conferred upon 
the Right Rey. Francis MeNeirny, Bishop of the 
Diocese of Albany, who was in Rome recently. 

The Rev. Sebastian Messmer, Professor of 
Moral Theology of the Diocesan Seminary of the 
Immaculate Conception, South Orange, N. J., 
has been appointed a Doctor of Divinity by the 
Holy Father for his services at the last Plenary 
Council at Baltimore.

OAPT. BERGER’S SUICIDE. 

Capt Gabriel Berger, of Mamaroneck, 
committed suicide yesterday morning by shoot- 
ing himself in the head with a musket. For sev- 
eral days past he had been drinking heavily, and 
on Sunday afternoon he asked his stepson, 


Charles J. Richardson, a boy 16 years old, for his 
Springfield musket, saying that he wanted to 
shoot muskrats. The boy got it for him, but said 
that he had no caps. Soon after 4 o’clock yes- 
terday morning a neighbor saw Capt. Berger 
moving about in the garden, and he was 
in the house at breakfast time. At about 
8 o’clock a loud explosion was heard in 
the garden, and when the members of the family 
rushed out they found the Captain lying at full 
length on the ground. The top of his head from 
the bridge of the nose up was completely torn 
away. investigation showed that Capt. Ber- 
ger had loaded the musket with nearly a third of 
& pound of powder and 11 bullets. He had tied 
one end of a string to the trigger of the gun and 
the other to his toe, and then, holding the gun 
under his chin, pulled the trigger. 

Capt. Berger was nearly 70 years of age, and 
was at one time quite wealthy. He lost a great 
deal of his money, however, and subsequently 
worked at Gn ne tow mostly with his cousin, 
George Berger. He had four children by his first 
wife, of whom three are stillliving. The fourth 
child, Timothy, while hunting about 10 years 
ago, was killed by the explosion of his gun, the 
charge from which entered under hischin and 
tore out his brains. The Captain had often said 
that when his time came to die he would go in 
the same way. 


FATHER SHERMAN AND HIS BRIDE. 

A report published in a Brooklyn paper 
yesterday afternoon to the effect that the Rev. 
William Sherman, the Catholic priest who broke 
his vows by marrying Tillie McCoy, had: been 
mobbed at the residence of his bride’s uncle, 
Andrew Joyce, No. 958 Atlantic-avenue, and 
driven out of the city, was emphatically de- 
nied last evening by Mr. Joyce. The report 
said that last Thursday evening a mob col- 
lected in front of Mr. Joyce’s house yelling and 
shouting ‘Kill the turncoat!’ ‘Hang them 
both !” “* Burn the house !” and that finally Mr. 
Joyce became so frightened that he ordered Mr. 
Sherman and his wife to leave the house. A 
police officer was called, and he escorted the ex- 
priest and his companion to the nearest station 
of the rapid transit road, by which they went to 
a house just outside the city: line. 

“That story,” said Mr. Joyce, “isa pack of 
lies from beginning to end. Mr. Sherman mar- 
ried my niece and they spenta few days at my 
house. Ifonnd hima very pony and able 
young man. They staid with me until last 
Wednesday, when they went off to continue their 
wedding trip. I think they are in Philadelphia 
at present.’ 

No one could be found in the neighborhood 
last evening who had noticed any mobbing or 
unusual disturbance on the street.
